Milton N. Delano Is Dying. 


Milton N.,Delano, twice Mayor of Denver 
and once Auditor and Treasurer of the 
Territory of Colorado, is dying at No. 306 
West One Hundred and Nineteenth street. He 
was once a rich man and owned ranches in 
Colorado, but lost everything during the 
Cheyenne uprising. He numbered among his 
friends such men as Grant, Sheridan, Sher- 
man, and in 1876 President Grant made him 
Consul at Foo Chow, China. He served three 
terms and it is to his long residence there that 
he lays his ill health, At present Mr. Delano 
is employed by the Fidelity and Casualty 
company, 

Camp Killed by an Express Train. 

William H. Camp, a member of the Coium- 
bia College football team and youngest son of 
Hugh N. Camp, a millionaire real estate 
operator, was struck and instantly killed by 
the south-bound Empire State express on 
the New York Central, road at 6:40 o'clock _ 
this evening as he alighted from an up train 
at Morris Heights station, where the family 
live. He was thrown twenty feet, his skull 
crushed in on the left side, and his jaw and 
nose broken. 

Another Chicago Gas Scrip Dividend. 

It was reported in Wall street today that 
the directors of Chicago Gas state that they 
will declare a dividend of 1½ per cent Tues- 
day, payable in scrip similar to the preceding 
dividend. The trustees have more than 
enough cash on hand with which to pay the 
dividend, but before the declaration of the 
last dividend they made arrangements to pay 
two dividends in scrip and decided not to 
change the program now. After Jan. 1, it is 
said, the payment of cash dividends will be 
resumed. 

John C. Eno Gives Bail. 

John C. Eno, who was charged with embez- 
zling the funds of the Second National Bank, 
of which he was President in 1884, was held 
for the United States grand jury today by 
Commissioner Shields. He is under $30,000 
bail to appear when called upon, and his 
bondsmen are John H. Bloodgood and the 
proprietor of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, Albert

Heavy Increase in Bank Surplus. 

The banks today reported that there had 
been large gains of cash during the last week, 
the receipis of currency greatly exceeding the 
shipments. Many bank Presidents making a 
conservative estimate said that they would 
not be surprised to see the surplus reserve in- 
creased tomorrow to $70,000,000 and they 
considered it doubtful whether the loans 
would show any increase. 

Rice’s Standard Oil Action Dismissed. 

The action of George Rice, as a certificate 
holder of the Standard Oil trust, for a judicial 
accounting of the trustees has been dismissed 
by Justice Barrett of the Supreme Court. 
Judge Barrett says that Rice is bound by the 
conditions of the trust agreement and those 
stated on his certificate. He is, therefore, 
bound by the committee the 
affairs of the trust.

Felix Morris, in the Paper Chase,“ was 
at the Henrietta Theater and the orchestra 
had just finished the overture when the man- 
ager, Albert Ovens, appeared on the stage and 
informed the audience that there was a small 


blaze in the rear of the theater and suggested | 
that they leave the theater. As no flames 
were to be seen and as the audience was small 


they did soin order. The members of the 
company were dressed for their parts, and as 
they were assured the theater was fireproof 
made no effort to remove their wardrobes. 
Ina few moments the flames, which first 
appeared in the large audito adjoining 
the theater, and which was un „ broke 
out in the rear of the stage, Almost instantly 
the whole proscenium was ablaze. The mem- 
bers of the company fied in their stage 
clothes. The manager said to the United 
Press reporter that he had saved almost 
nothing. 

A high wind was bn from the west and 
fanned the flames eo that when the fire de- 
partment arrived the theater was doomed and 
the Chittenden Hotel, adjoining on the east, 
was burning. 

A man who was recognized as An- 
drew Armstrong, a stage hand and 
who worked above the scenery, ap- 
peared at a fourth-story window of the the- 
ater and cried for help. He was told 
not to jump and he would be saved. He dis- 
appeared from the window and was not seen 
again, The walls of the theater fell in soon 
after. So far as is known this was the only 


life lost. 
Guests of the Hotel Escape. 


The guests of the Chittenden Hotel had 
ample time to escape. bat few of them saved 
any property. Steadily the flames worked 
away atthe fine hotel, the fire department 
being apparently helpless. In an hour after 
the fire broke out in the Henrietta the hotel 
was fast falling into ruins. 

Just north of the hotel on the High street 
iront stood the Park Theater. Gray and 
Stephens, with their trained dogs and ponies, 
were giving an exhibition there. The curtain 
was suddenly rung down and the audience 
was informed that the hotel adjoining was on 
fire. So far was the audience from being 
panic-stricken that they refused to go out and 
demands were made that the performance 
proceed, They finally went out slowly. A 
half-hour later, this theater. which was a frame 
building and very combustible, was in ruins, 
Here also the company lost its property but 
saved the animals. 


Ene had just entered upon its 
second season. This theater, the au Aorta 


adjoining, and the Chittenden Hotel were built 
three years ago by Henry T.. Chittenden and 
were owned by him. The Henrietta was sup- 
posed to be fireproof. The Park Theater was 
owned by a stock company. 

The loss on the Henrietta Theater and audi- 
torium is $600,000, that on the Chittenden 
Hotel, including furnishings and property 
contained, $400,000, and the Park Theater 
$10,000. 

There were also in the buildings the Ohio 
Savings Bank, the Star shoe store, Rice’s drug 
store, and Goodman’s clothing store. The 
losses on these will aggregate $50,000. 

There was insurance on ali the buildings 
and property burned, the exact amount of 
which could not be secured in the confusion 
tonight. 

Gov. McKinley’s Property Saved. 

Gov. McKinley lives at the Chittenden, but 
both he and Mrs. McKinley are in the East 
now. The private property of value that the 
Governor had in his apartments was saved by 
Capt. H. O. S. Heistand, U. S. A., who hap- 
pened to be in the hotel. 

The fire destroyed the whole square bound- 
ed by High, Spring, and Front streets and 
the first alley north of Spring street. It is 
not known how the fire originated, but it was 
probably from a defective flue in the theater. 

The engineer of the theater, named Thomp- 
son, is missing, but his duties kept him in the 
basement. It is not likely that he has been 
burned, 

The stage of the Henrietta was one of the 
largest in the country and the theater was 
elegant and modern in construction. Julia 
Marlowe opened the house the first week in 
September, 1892. Stuart Robson was billed 
to play there next Monday night. 


BLOCK BURNS AT MUSKEGON, 


Williams’ Loss Is $50,000—People Rescned 
in Their Night Robes. 
Musxecon, Mich., Nov. 24.—Fire was dis- 
covered in the Williams Block, on Western 
avenue, at 1 a. m. today, and before the de- 
partment arrived the entire building was en- 
veloped in flames. The first floor was occu- 
pied by Falk’s barber shop and Welch’s res- 
taurant,the upper part being used for offie-< and 
sleeping-rooms. Dr. Stamp and wife were 
rescued in their night robes. Capt. Dewitt, 
Gus Anderson, and Ben Berchon were caught 
under falling walls. The latter’s shoulder 
and left leg were broken and he was injured 
internaily. Dewitt and Anderson were badly 
cut on the head, but not dangerously. The 
block was owned by Dr. O. C. Williams and 
was valued at $15,000. It was insured for 
$4,000. The doctor’s library and furniture 
were destroyed. Loss, $9,000. He also lost 
$25,000 in United States bonds. Other 
losses amount to $5,000, partly insured. 


FIRE DESTROYS $30,000 IN SWEETS. 


The Confectioners’ and Bakers’ Supply Com- 
pany Hasa Bad Blaze. 

Fire was discovered on the first floor of No. 
274 Madison street at 10 o’clock last night, 
and before it was extinguished it had de. 
stroyed $30,000 worth of property. The 
building, which is a four-story brick structure, 
was occupied by the Confectioners’ and 
Bakers’ Supply company. In the building 
was a large amount of stock and much 
valuable machinery. The fire burned 
rapidly in the meanwhile and Marshal 
Musham turaed in a 4-11 and, asa matter of 
precaution, a special call for engines was 
turned in also. 

The cold weather made the work of the fire- 
men extremely difficult. The water froze as 
it fell and covered everything in a coating of 
ice. The fire worked its way quickly from 
the ground to the upper floor, going up the 
elevator shaft. The streams from the engines 
for nearly fifteen minutes did not reach higher 
than the second story. Finally the fireboat 
Yosemite reached the scene and its power- 
ful streams at once produced an effect 
on the flames. Lines of hose were carried to 


the roofs of the surrounding buildings, and 
when the engines got to work tons of water 


were poured down through the burning roof,

Minneapolis Aldermen Pass a, Resolution 
Asking the Mayor to Act at Once, 

Minnegapouis, Minn., Nov. 24.— [Special.] 
—The threatened impeachment proceedings 
against Mayor Eustis did not make their ap- 
pearacce at the meeting of the Council to- 
night. A large crowd had gathered to see the 
fun and they were not wholly disappointed, 
for Ald. McAllister, who has been 
posing as the moral member of the Council, 
created a sensation by introducing a resolu- 
tion that Mayor Eustis be requested to find 
out whether or not gambling was being car- 
ried on in fifty places he mentioned.

READY TO USE GUNS. 


BANKER TOLMAN AND DEPUTY SHER- 
IFF LANGE IN BATTLE ARRAY. 


Seizure of Notes Made to a Trustee on 
Writs of Replevin Causes the Outwitted 
Financier to Threaten Trouble for the 
Officer of the Law and the Attorney 
Who Has Engineered the Scheme 
What Brought About the Hostile Dem- 
onstration, 

For a brief period yesterday afternoon the 
lives of D. H. Tolman, President of the Chi- 
cago Trust and Savings Bank, and Deputy 
Sheriff Lange were in peril. That 4s, each 
declared the other was in danger, the Deputy 
Sheriff sending his announcement over the 
barrel of a huge revolver aimed at Banker 
Tolman’s breast, and the banker uttered his 
threat while he graspéd the handle of an 
equally large gun in his pocket. 

Two attorneys who stood near the two men 
and a dozen clerks who peeped from their 
refuges behind desks and counters were 
ready to swear rivers of blood would flow 
over the floor of the bank presided over by 
Mr. Tolman. . 

But Mr, Tolman, who drawn his weap- 
on first as an assistant in Mis efforts to pre- 
vent the Deputy Sheriff leaving with the pa- 
pers he had secured on a writ of replevin, 
concluded that he would not shoot and the 


Deputy Sheriff thought the same way. While | 


the affair lasted it was the most exciting that 
the clerks in the bank ,had seen for many a 
day. 

The beginning of the difficulty was in an 
action begun in the Superior Court. Edwin 
C. Langhenry filed a replevin suit against the 
Chicago Trust and Savings Bank to recover 
three notes of the value of about $1,000. The 
notes were locked up in President Tolman’s 
safe. They were made out by a Morgan Park 
property purchaser and were payable to Ben- 
jamin F. Clark, trustee. Mr. Clark was a 
trustee for a large syndicate own- 
ing property there, but some time ago he 
left the city and his place is now occupied by 
Mr. Langhenry. President Tolman got pos- 
session of the notes as collateral which Ben- 
jamin F. Clark left with him to secure a loan, 
Attorney Oscar B. McGlasson is the legal ad- 
viser of the syndicate. He questioned the 
right of Mr. Tolman to hold notes in his 
possession which were payable to a man as 
trustee, and as they were about to fall due he 
was anxious to get them into his possession. 

McGlasson and the Deputy Appear. 

After he had secured the replevin writ At- 
torney McGlasson stepped into the Sheriff's 
office for a moment and proceeded thence to 
the Chicago Trust and Savings Bank. A 
stout man in a big ulster followed some little 
distance behind when he walked across Wash- 
ington street into the bank. President Tol- 
mad was at his desk. After a moment's con- 
versation with the attorney he walked around 
te the bank vault, got a package of pa- 
pers and handed them to Mr. McGlasson. 
The attorney sorted out three notes payable 
to Clark as trustee” and was gazing at 
them meditatively. when the door opened and 


the stout man in the big ulster sauntered in, 


also in a meditative way. He became very 
active once he got inside and brushing past 
Attorney McGlasson, snatched the notes out 
of his hand. 

President Tolman looked at him. Then he 
shouted at the top of his voice, I'm robbed! 


Pm robbed!’ 


Mr. ‘Tolman-has-not the youthful agility. of 
a Harvard quarterback, but he leaped over 
the counter, ran to the street door, 
locked it, and put the key in 
his pocket before Attorney McGlasson 
and the stout man, who was Deputy Sheriff 
Lange, could reach it. He was back to 
where he kept his revolver and back again 
with it in front of the two men ina moment. 

Lou pair of thieves, you!“ he shouted ex- 
eitedly. I'll put a hole in both of you!“ 

The clerks in the bank either did not want 
to view the execution of the threat or they 
were afraid they might be hit. They sought 
cover under desks, although a few looked on 
as though too scared to move. Mr. Tolman’s 
attorney came out from his private office. 
He glanced over the Deputy Sheriff’s writ and 
counseled peace. But Banker_Tolman waa 
still excited. 

Where Guns Came, but No Action. 

‘+ You won't get out of here alive,“ he told 
the Deputy Sheriff, unless I get those 
notes. 

Attorney McGlasson thought it time to doa 
little talking, and addressed himself to Mr. 
Tolman. 

‘‘ You'd better be careful,“ he said, these 
papers are now in the legal custody of. the 
Sheriff, and we want to get out. Weare pris- 
oners here, and unless you open the door you 
are likely to have a damage suit on your 
hands. 

But the banker wouldn't listen. 
peated that they wouldn't get out alive. His 
own attorney repeated his pleadings. The 
men had legal possession of the property, he 
said. He had read the writ. Mr. Tolman 
wasn’t satisfied. 

How do I know the notes are named in 
the writ?” he asked. 

Attorney McGlasson said that he was quite 
willing that the bank’s attorney should verify 
the papers. Mr. Tolman agreed to stand 
aside and the two attorneys placed them- 
selves between him and Deputy Lange. That 
officer had taken the papers out of his pocket 
when Mr. Tolman rushed towards the trio 
with outstretched hand. Lange jammed the 
papers back in his pocket and from the re- 
cesses of his ulster produced his gun. He 
threw the muzzle in line with Banker Tol- 
man’s breast and said: 

„If you make a break like that again 
there’ll be trouble. 

Mr. Tolman's hand was still on the butt of 
his pistol. There was a moment's pause and 
then he drew back. The notes were examined 
and after some further dispute the doors were 
unlocked. Attorney MeGlasson and the 
Deputy Sheriff left with the notes and the 
clerks got back to work.

COAL GAS THREATENS MANY LIVES, 


Evanston Is Treated to a Scare Which Re- 
sults Fortunately. 

The gas was turned off in the mains at 
Evanston late Thursday night long enough to 
extinguish all the lights and was then im- 
mediately turned on again. This allowed the 
gas to escape freely from all jets which had 
been left lighted, endangering the lives of 
scores of people. The accident occurred at 
11 o'clock and resulted from a frozen cup” 
in the governor at the gas works 
that regulates the pressure of the fluid.

FREE TRADERS RUSHING THROUGH 
THE TARIFF SOHEDULES. 


Nearly All Controverted Points Are De- 
cided Against the Moderate Reformers 
on the Committee Probability the 
Income Tax Scheme Will Be Revised 
Reports of Cabinet Officers Not to Be 
Published Before Going to Congress 
Lili Not Yet on a Throne, 


Wasninerton, D. C., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
Tariff tinkering is going forward at a great 
rate. Nearly all the controverted points in 
the Democratic tariff bill so far as relates to 
customs dues have been settled, and settled 
mostly in favorof the free trade element. 
There have been some lively contests among the 
majority members of the committee, Stevens 
of Massachusetts, Whiting of Michigan, and 
Bourke Cockran of New York have hung to- 
gether on a number of propositions, and have 
been almost uniformly outvoted. They have 
wanted u moderate modification of the Me- 
Kinley law, which would not hurt any of the 
industries in their sections. Chairman Wil- 
son has sided with them on some minor 
schedules, andin these a few concessions have 
been made, but on the radical questions, such 
as free lumber, free salt, low wool duties, 
free binding twine, the radical majority in the 
committee has had its way. 

The South has made the bill, but Bryan 
of Nebraska and Bynum of Indiana, who are 
sincere and consistent free traders, have taken 
their full share in doing it and are willing to 
meet the responsibility. Bynum has not 
sought to protect the tinplate, glass, and 
other industries of his State any more than 
he has been willing to afford protection to the 
industries of other States. As to free wool, 
there is not a single Democrat mem- 
ber of the committee who is not in favor 
of it. 

The following articles are known positively 
to be on the free list: Coal, iron, tinplate, 
copper, silver-lead ore, flax, jute, hemp, wool, 
lumber, salt, cotton ties, and bagging. It is 
known that in addition to these there isa large 
list of chemicals and dye stuffs. The tariff on 
awe will be reduced one-half and the 

uty on steel rails will be at an ad valorem 
rate equivalent to about $4.50 a ton. 

Members of the committee said — 4 it 
was not yet fully settled that there should be 
one bill for the customs and another for the 
internal revenue provisions. Some of them 
see the absurdity of the Democratic majority 
in the House voting customs duties which are 
bound to create a deficiency and then bring- 
ing in other legislation: to meet that de- 
ficiency which a portion of the Democratic 
majority would refuse to support. 

This afternoon McMillin, Montgomery 
of Kentucky, and Bryan were at the Treasury 
Department talking over the income tax and 
the internal revenue features with Secretary 
Carlisle. The Secretary has been grieved to 
find that the committee is against nearly 
every recommendation of those eminent free 
trade experts, David A. Wells and Edward 
Atkinson. The increases on beer and tobaceo 
which Mr. Wells recommended are not in the 
bill. Thé increase on whisky which he de- 
claimed against is liable to be in it. The in- 
come tax to which he is bitterly hostile is 
pretty certain to be included in some form 
either by the committee or by the action of 
the House itself. 

From an economical point of view Mr. 
Wells’ suggestions were undoubtedly val- 
uable and alforded a way for reducing the 
tariff dues and at the same time increasing 
the revenue. But from a political standpoint 
the suggestions were worthless, for the 
Democratic majority in Congress would never 
have the nerve to antagonize the brewing and 
the tobacto interests. 

Has the income tax been abandoned?’ 
was asked of Representative MeMillia today. 

**You may say, said Mr. McMillin, speak- 
ing with unusual deliberation, and you 
can’t say it too emphatically, that there will 
be an income tax. 

Are you willing to make public.the de- 
tails of the pro income tax?“ 

* Upon that point,“ said Mr. McMillin, 
* you must excuse me from speaking. but you 
may set it down asa fact that an income tax 
will be part of the new tariff bill.“ 

What Mr. Wells probably meant by his dec- 
laration was that the pro tax on incomes 
per se was likely to be abandoned. This will 
no doubt be done. But on the other hand 
Mr. McMillin is equally correct in saying an 
nome tax will be reported. The difference 
is.that the scope of the plan will be materially 
changed from that originally proposed. The 
compromise that has probably been agreed 
upon will be a tax on legacies, on reritals from 
property, on the incomes of non-residents and 
the earnings of large corporations above a 
given figure. Such a tax, it is argued, would 
be felt only by a minimum number of people 
and would be far less objectionable than one 
upon incomes alone, 


KEEPING CABINET REPORTS SECRET. 


Cleveland Will Not Allow His Ministers to 
Tell What They Will Recommend. 


Wasurinerton, D. C., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
Grover Cleveland won’t let his Cabinet clerks 
give out the recommendations contained in 
their annual reports. Whatever is valuable 
he will summarize in his message. After that 
the reports can go to Congress, there to be 
buried. The reports were all discussed at the 
Cabinet meeting this afternoon, except that 
of Secretary Hoke Smith. 

The Treasury is so interwoven with the gen- 
eral policy of the administration that the 
President’s message usually foreshadows the 

lans of the Secretary. It is now accepted as 
likely the President will recommend an issue 
of bonds to preserve the public credit and to 
meet the current deficiency. Something must 
be done, because there is no probability that 
during the remaining seven months of this 
fiscal year either the custom receipts or those 
from internal revenue will jump to the point 
where the income will exceed the outlay. So 
to meet a deficiency of $65,000,000 about 
J uly 1 there must be some positive legislation. 
If Carlisle could have his way he would un- 
doubtedly ask Congress to authorize the coin- 
age of the seignorage. He may do that, any- 
how, in his report, but the President is more 
likeiy to insist on a bond issue, with $50,000,- 
000 made available as a temporary loan. 

The administration does not want to turn 
its back entirely on the new navy. Secretary 
Herbert this afternoon submitted his estimate 
for one new battleship and four new torpedo 
boats. The President approved it, and will 
include that recommendation in his message. 
The recommendation as to the army from 
Col. Lamont will contain nothi striking. 
Postmaster-Genera! Bissell finds the gap be- 
tween the postal revenues and the expenses 
widening instead of closing up. The bad con- 
ditions of general business undoubtedly have 
much to do with this. However, the railway 
mail service will have to have some additional 
means. The failure of free delivery in the 
country may make more money available for

cities. That is the way Mr. Bissell looks at it 
now, and the President is understood to agree 
with him.

Jones Gives Up and His Friends coho the 
rd from today. 


President of the Drainage Hoard — 
Wenter Formally Announces Himself a 
Candidate and Prepares for Active 
Work=—The Hopkins Men Hustling 
Quietly—Republicans to Hear Ward 
Reports Other Political News. 


Another Mayoralty candidate on the Demo- 
eratic side—Hiram Jackson Jones, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works—has dropped out of 
the race and Frank Wenter, President of the 
Drainage Board, has come rapidly to the front 
as a rather formidable competitor of John P. 
Hopkins, who is yet in the lead, however. 
Most of the supporters of Mr. Jones have 
gone to the assistance of Mr. Wenter, and 
the leaders in the J ones movement have prac- 
tically assumed the management of the Wen- 
ter campaign. The City Hall men brought 
forward Wenter originally to head off Hop- 
kins and thus help the Jones candidacy, The 
idea was that the fight between Hopkins and 
Wenter would get so hot that Jones would be 
taken up as a compromise candidate. The 
politicians did not take kindly to the scheme. 
It seems to have been impossible to work up 
any enthusiasm for Mr. Jones among the men 
who usually constitute Democratic conven- 
tions. His friends, recognizing this, advised 
him to retire, which he did yesterday. The 
following letter addressed to Tun TRreunz 
explains: 

Cnc Ad, Nov. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
As my name appears so frequently in the news- 
papers in connection with the Mayoralty nomina- 
tion on the Democratic ticket, I trust you will al- 
low me to explain, through your paper, my pass 
tion in this matter. I am not and never have 
been an active candidate for this honor. While 
it might have been my duty to yer the nomi- 
nation, in the absence of any other available 
candidate, yet the situation has now reached a 
point where it is apparent that there isto be a 
contest for the nomination. Under no circum- 
stances could I consent to enter upon any such 
contest, and I must therefore insist that m 
name no longer be considered in connection wit 
the Mayoralty nomination. I beg to, thank my 
friends, and especially my newspaper friends, for 
the high compliment which they have paid me 
in considering me in connection with the office of 
Mayor, and 1 feel exceedingly grateful for the 


many kind expressions I have received during the 
last few weeks.

His Friends Declare for Wenter. 


Immediately after the announcement of 
Mr. Jones’ withdrawal his friends held a 
meeting and decided to support Mr. Wenter. 
They went straightway to Granville W. 
Browning’s office, in the Hartford Building, 
where an informal meeting was held yester- 
day at noon, and where they pledged them- 
selves to work and vote for Mr. Weuter. 

Thus encouraged, Mr. Wenter took the 
stump last night and formally commenced 
his campaign for the nomination. His first 
| public appearance was in the Lincoln Turner 
Hall in the Twenty-fifth Ward. There was a 
meeting of the Democratic Ward clubto at- 
tend to registration and other matters. Mr. 
Wenter entered the hall before che club met, 
accompanied by M. W. Robinson, President 
of the organization; Leo Austrian, A. W. 
Bonner, William C. Niehoff, Edward Rum- 
mell, E. F. Diehl, John F. Quinlan, and 
others, and, being introduced, said: 

Encouraged by promises of support from 
friends in all parts of the city, who have urged 
me to enter the combat, I now declare myealt a 
candidate for Mayor, subject to the decision of 
the Democratic convention. I believe, if am 
nominated, I shall be elected. But if i am not 
nominated I shall cheerfully support the candi- 
date that will be named by the convention, and 1 
shall expect all my friends to do the same. 

Mr. Wenter was cheered. He went on to 
say the publicans were not only hopeful 
but confident of success. It would be no easy 
matter to beat their candidate, who has been 
chosen already to all intents and purposes.

Mr. Robinson, the President of the Twenty- 
fifth Ward club, took care to say in introduc. 
ing Mr, Wenter that the ward was not pledged 
to his candidacy. Mr. Hopkins had also been 
invited to address the club, and he had many 
friends there, including Frank Brookman, 
Ald.

After announcing his candidacy in Lincoln 
Turner Hall Mr. Wenter proceeded to Mueller's 
Hall on North aventte, where he spoke toa 
large meeting of City Hall Democrats and 
others, under the Presidency of Ald. Tripp, in 
almost similar terms to those in which he ad- 
dressed the Lake View meeting. 

There was some unpleasantness at the 
Mueller Hall meeting. Frank Lawler was 
one of the speakers. He eulogized all the 
candidates who had been named on the Demo- 
cratic side for Mayor except Mr. Hopkins.

There was a storro of hisses at this. Lawler 
had to resume his scat and Senator C. Porter 
Johnson, who followed, scored Lawler in 
rather bitter terms. The meeting was divided 
between Hopkins and Wenter. Capt. Farrell 
and Bob Burke had a large force of city em- 
ployés on hand who shouted for Wenter and 
for Lawler. Mr. Wenter deprecated Lawler’s 
plan of campaign. 

Wenter’s candidacy is now fairly launched 
and the fight between himself and Hopkins 
promises to be animated if not bitter. At 
the meeting in Browning’s office yesterday to 
promote his candidacy there were present:

any entry, erasure, or altera therein, except 
as allowed and directed by the provisions of ‘this 
act, or who permits any other person so to da, 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be adjudged guilty 
_ of felony andeshall be punished for each and 
every such offense by imprisoument in the peni- 
tentiary for not less than five nor more than ten 
years. 

The specific offense which will be charged 
against the trio will be fraudulent entries.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR IN A DEADLOCK. 


The Hayes Faction Gains a Point and 
Powderly May Resign. 

PurLaDELPHia, Pa., Nov. 24.—When the 
Knights of Labor General Assembly convened 
this morning Powderly amended his list of 
candidates for the General Executive 
committee presented yesterday by allow- 
ing A. W. Wright, John Devlin, Hugh 
Cavanaugh, and John Costello to stand and 
presenting J. R. Duncas, J. H. Robertson, 
and P. H. Quinn as new candidates.

Prrrssure,. Pa., Nov. 24.—The strike of the 
railroad coal miners of two years ago is likely 
to be repeated. Several hundred men are 
out now, and unless the district convention 
called for next Wednesday in 
this city orders other wise they 
will stay out. Work will close 
in dozens of mines tomorrow and the number 
of idle men will reach nearly 10,000. The 
operators have notified the miners that com- 
mencing tomorrow the price for mining will 
be 60 cents per ton, a uction of 19 cents. 
The convention next Wednesday will decide 
upon a price to be maintained throughout the 
Pittsburg district, by a strike if necessary. 


OFFER A SCHOLARSHIP IN HARVARD. 


Club Which Takes Its Name from the Uni- 
versity Adopts a Generous Plan.

COLD DRIVES THEM IN 


OHARITABLE MEN RELIEVE DISTRESS 
A POLIOR STATIONS. 


Thirty Homeless and Hungry Men Pro- 
vided with Good Beds and Tickets for 
Breakf. nes at the Station When 
the Mission Closes=Cable Cars on the 
Yerkes Lines Without Fire- Low Tem- 
perature Reported from Surrounding 
Points - lesterday's Weather Record. 


Thirty homeless and hungry men were 
taken from the Harrison Street Station last 
night. given beds at the Palisade lodging 
house, No. 316 Clark street, and will be 
treated to a good breakfast this morning. 
Two men did this. Neicher wished his name 
used, One is a banker, the other is Chaplain 
of the Senate of an Eastern State. 

There were only twenty lodgers at the time 
they called. The spokesman said: 

T have work for twenty men and I pro- 
pose to give them a place to sleep tonight and 
a breakfast in the morning, but I want to 
pick the men. I will come back at 10 
o’clock”’ 

At 10 o’clock the men came back. Down 
at the Pacific Mission, Van Buren street and 
Custon:-House place, 600 men had crowded 
the big room to suffocation. Every chair was 
filled and on the window ledges men were 
packed close. Anicy wind swept in, but the 
crowd was so great the doors could not be 
shut, and no man would move lest he lose his 
advantage. At 9:30 o’viock the manager 
said: 

J am sorry, but I can only let those stay 
who have chairs. The others must leave. 
The Harrison Street Station is near hear and 
I understand there is room for 100 men.“ 

Instantly there was a rush for first chance, 
and when at 10 o’clock Lieut. Shepherd 
again took his visitors down-stairs fully 120 
men were lying on the flags. The Lieutenant 
approached the bars of the unlocked gate be- 
hind which the men lay and asked: Who 
wants work?“ 

Instantly there went up a great shout: 
Here. I do. I want work; let me out of 
here.“ 0 

Out of the hundred applicants the two se- 
lected thirty men. : 

T haven't work for you now, but I want 
to give you men a bed tonight and a break- 
fast in the morning. Those of you who want 
that can follow me,” said the spokesman of 
the two philanthropists. 

The two men led the crowd to the Palisade 
Lodging House, No. 316 Clark street, where 
the thirty were given beds and tickets for a 
breakfast in the morning. 

That portion of the West Side kuown as 
„the tenderloin ’’ contains twenty-seven lodg- 
ing-houses, the capacity of which range from 
75 to 800. The total capacity of these houses 
is about 10,000. The recent cold snap has 
filled them all. The Friendship House, the 
largest on the West Side, had nearly 800 
guests last night, and Manager Lammaris 
said that all the rooms in the house were 
spoken for before noon. Hundreds of men 
were turned away between that and midnight. 
„We have turned away dozens of men,“ said 
— 9 of another house, whose capacity 
is 


= 


The numerous lodging-houses in the vicinity 
of the river were crowded to their fullest 
capacity. At the Desplaines Street Station 
dozens of men were taken in and when the 
place was full the applicants were sent to out- 
lyi.g stations. The Maxwell Street Station 
accommodated over 100 and the West Chica- 
go Avenue Station had their usual 200. 

It is no warmer this morning than yester- 
day and for the next twelve hours there is 
little hope for a marked rise in temperature. 
All day yesterday the mercury was down near 
the zero point, 12° above being the highest 
and 4 above the lowest. A stiff breeze made 
it feel colder than it really was. The lowest 
point was reached about 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. From that hour the temperature 
slowl rose until at 2 o'clock 
the rmometer at the signal service station 
registered 12° above. At 7 o'clock last night 
it had dropped to 10° and was still gomg 
down. The cold wave extended all over the 
country except along the Gulf of Mexico. 
The coldest points were Moreland and St. 
Vincent, both of which reported a tempera- 
ture of 2 below. The snow area was con- 
fined principally to the lake stations. It was 
snowing at 7 o’clock last night at Albany, 
Cleveland, Erie, and Sault Ste. Marie. The 
barometer is high all through the Northwest 
except in Montana, where it has been falling 
for the last twelve hours. 


CABLE CAR STOVES WITHOUT FIRES, 


Shivering Passengers on the Yerkes Lines 
Complain of Cold. 

There are stoves in nearly all the cars of 
the Yerkes North and West Side cable car sys- 
tems. Inthe stoves, asarule, there are no 
res. Passengers, of course, complain of the 
cold, but that does no good, On a Garfield 
avenue car yesterday morning, when a large 
number of passengers were shivering and 
kicking, the conductor, who was ashamed of 
the state of affairs. ventured to make an apol- 
ogy for the absence of a fire and incidentally 
to clear himself of the blame. He said: 

I had a fire, a poor one, but still a fire, in my 
car early this morning. It, however, did not last 
song one when it had flickered out I stopped at 
the barn to have a new one built. Nobody was 
there to do it and I could not attend to it myself 
because there was no kindling-wood in the barn. 
I asked if any wood had been provided for the 
cars and was told nobody knewofany. That's 
the reason there's no fire in this car. 

Conductors on the other cars where there 
were no fires had nothing to say regarding the 
absence of the warming element. On an 
Ogden avenue car yesterday morni the 
conductor was asked why there was no fire in 
the stove. He said he had nothing to do with 
the fires. If one was in the car when it 
started out he would keep it Heiß, but other- 
wise he could do nothing. is place was to 
collect fares and not keep the passengers 
warm.

As “Imperial Commissioner for Persia” 
He Gets Up.a Dinner. 

H. H. Topakyan, who had an exhibit of 
rugs at the Exposition and has acted as a sub- 
stitute for Imperial Commissioner E. Spencer- 
Pratt, has extended an invitation to the for- 
eign Commissioners at the Fair to attend a 
banquet to be given by him tonight at the 
Auditorium Hotel in honor of Hakky Bey, 
the Imperial Turkish Commissioner. Mr, 
Topakyan, in his invitation, announces 
himself to be Imperial Commis- 
sioner for Persia.” It is denied 
by the Persian Commissioner that Mr. To- 
pakyan had any official relations as a Persian 
Commissioner. The subject was discussed at 
the meeting of the Foreign Commissioners 
yesterday, and they all decided to send re- 
greets. In. consequence the dinner will be 
slimly attented. There isa story that Mr. 
— has been trying for a long time to 
have his name printed on the official list of 
Foreign Commissioners issued by the Exposi- 
tion company. He never succeeded in doing 
so. Next to an honor of that kind, it is said, 
he sought te shine as the giver of a dinner to 
some real Commissioner. The story goes that 
he went first to Iskander Khan Coryantz, the 
Persian Commissioner, and asked permission 
to give a dinner in his honor. Mr. Coryantz 
declined. His brother, Archague Khan Cory- 
antz, was next tendered the dinner. This 
was also followed by a declination. Mr. Topa- 
kyan’s attention was next directed, it is said, 
to Hakky Bey. Another declinatioß followed. 
Not discouraged with this Fahri Bey, the 
other Imperial Commissioner for Turkey, was 
sought, but with a like result. Then Hakky 
Bey was induced to permit the dinner to be 
given in his honor. t was not until the in- 
vitations were issued that serious trouble 
arose. They read this way: 

Mr. H. H. Topakyan, Imperial Commissioner 
for Persia, requests honor of your company 
at a dinner in honor of his Exceilency J. Hakk 
Bey, rial Ottoman Commissioner-General, 
and the Hon. Ahmed Fahri Bey, Imperial Otto- 
man Commissioner, at the Auditorium Hotel, 
Saturday evening, Nov. 25, 1893, at 8 o'clock. 
An early answer is requested. 

Some of the Commissioners did not know 
the difference and sent early answers, which 
they have since recalled by regrets. When 


-Iskander Khan coaegnt,, the Persian Com- 


missioner, saw Mr. Topakyan’s title he was 
astonished. He informed his fellow Commis- 
sioners of the mistake in the title, and at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Commissioners he 
spoiled the dinner * anuouncement, for 
all declined to attend. 

Herant. M. Kiretchjian, Secretary of the 
Imperial Persian Commission, said yesterday 
that Mr. Topakyan has always been recog- 
nized as a Commissioner, although he is only 
a substitute for Commissioner Pratt, without 
any authority from the Persian Government. 
Mr. Kiretchjian also says Mr. Topakyan has 
been recognized by Walker Fearn, chief of 
the Foreign Department, as a Commissioner, 
and was promised by Mr. Fearn that his 
name should appear in the next official di- 
rectory of the fore Commissioners. This 
promise, it is said, was made some months 
ago, but no next! issue ever appeared, and 
consequently Mr. Topakyan’s name was not 
shown in the list. 


CLAIM BOSSES BROKE THE 


Brewerymen Will Stop Work and Then 
Sue for Wages and Damages. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
The trouble between the twenty syndicate 
breweries and their locked-out drivers is ap- 
proaching a crisis. The drivers were all dis- 
charged about a month ago because their union 
refused to withdraw the boycott placed upon the 
product of two of the breweries. All the 
beer unions had a contract with the proprie- 
tors which provided that differences were to 
be submitted toa court of arbitration. The 
men claim the besses violated this contract, 
and yesterday a committee asked an expluna- 
tion. The bosses replied that their re- 
quest would be considered at a _ direct- 
ors’ meeting to be held this morning. When 
the committee called for its answer Secretary 
Nolker told them their objection had been 
filed, but no action would be taken upon it. 
This angered the men, as it was to all intents 
an actual repudiation of the contract and the 
unions. Union Secretary Kurzenknabe to- 
day said the union would now call 
out all employés and, after letting them 
loaf awhile, sue for wages and damuges 
uader the contract. Secretary Nolker, who 
is directing the bosses’ fight, is not at all wor- 
ried over the outlook, as he claims the drivers 
have been levying assessments upon the work- 
ing employés to buy outside beer, and have 
been fining the workers $2 for each glass of 
syndicate beer they drank, thus violating the 
contract therhselves, Mr. Nolker has received 
several letters threatening his life and promis- 
ing to blow up the breweries with dynamite.

CONTRACT. 


Mr. Davis Is Enjoined from Disposing Of 
His Imitation Apollinaris Water. 

Aninjunction was granted yesterday by Judge 
Jenkins of the United States Circuit Court re- 
straining Charles T. Davis from infringing 
upon the trade marks of the Apollinaris com- 
pany, Forsome time, it is claimed, Davis 
has been doing business ostensibly as an agent 
of the Apollinaris company. He had copied 
the company’s bottles, corks, and labels, and 
had sold a none too palatable concoction under 
the guise of Apollinaris water. Davis has an 
office at No. 327 Dearborn street, where he 
claimed to be a representative of half a dozen 
concerns, among them theSalutaris company, 
the Davis Publishing company, and the Mount 
Clemens company. 

Some time ago Davis began to drum up 
trade for his imitation Apollinaris water. He 
offered his goods at a big discount from the 
price quo by reguiar representatives, 
claimi that a large amount had been left 
on his ds by the closing of the World’s 
Fair. A firm to which he sold became sus- 
picious and sent for the Chicago Apollinaris 
agent and asked for an explanation. He de- 
nied that Davis had any connection with the 
company. 

The New York office was at once notified, and 
I. Holdenstein came on to take charge of the 
case. Injunction papers were at once secured, 
and the case will be heard next Friday. About 
the only change Davis had made in the label 
was that in one place a comma had been in- 
serted and in another place one removed. He 
had registered this label with the County 
Clerk of Cook County and also at Springfield.

IT HAS A CREMATORY. 


GRACELAND QUIETLY SROURES Af. 
PARATUS FOR INGINERATION, 


Retorts Under the Cemetery Chapel Tested 
Successfully with the Remains of 
Human Beings—First Place of the Kind 
in Chicago=Some Lot-Owners May Ob- 

j Only for Those Who 

Make Written Directions=Fee to Be $25 

-—Supt. Simouds Explains. 


There is a crematory in Graceland Ceme- 
tery. Itis ready for business, and in a few 
days the cemetery association will announce 
that it is able to take the remains of human 
beings for inciheration. The crematory, 
which has been built without any publicity, 
has been tested and, itis said, found to be 
perfect. The remains of one man have been 
reduced to ashes officially and several unof- 
ficial cremations have taken place, the sub- 
jects being paupers secured through the Board 
of Health. The crematory is located directly 
under the pretty little chapel in the cemetery. 
The space beneath the chapel is divided into 
two sections, and in each section there is a re- 
tort, thus giving the cemetery association 
really two crematories. Both may be used at 
the same time in case the idea of cremation 
becomes as much in demand in Chicago as its 
advocates say it should. 

Last summer when the Graceland associa- 
tion decided to build a crgmatory the con- 
tract was let toa Des Moines, Ia., firm, and 
the work was done quickly and quietly. No 
attention was attracted and the announce- 
ment that the crematory is ready for work 
will cause a surprise to most people, even to 
those who favor incineration. 

The Mode of Procedure. 

The walls and floors of the ante-chambers, 
or preparing-rooms, are laid in white enamel 
and the woodwork is natural oak. Crude oil 
is the medium employed in the production of 
heat and two burners are used in connection 
with each furnace. In the chapel a portion 
of the red-tiled floor was removed, and in its 
place isa movable platform controlled by a 
short lever which projects through the floor 
close to the west wall. On this platform the 
casket containing the remains of the subject 
for incineration will be placed and a touch 
on the lever will send it gently and slowly 
downward to the preparing-rooms. Here the 
casket and the clothing are removed, the re- 
mains are placed on aslideand quickly pushed 
into the retort. The remains are at once sub- 
jected to 1,800° or 2,000° of heat, and in a 
short time nothing is left but a small heap of 
white ashes. These are cooled and placed in 
an urn for the disposal of the friends or rela- 
tives. 

OThe crematory was completed more than a 
month ago, but many delays were caused by 
the inability of the cemetery company to 
procure bodies with which to test the ap- 
paratus. Fora time asphyxiated dogs were 
experimented with until negotiations with the 
Board of Health resulted in an agreement 
whereby human remains were secured. 

trial incinerations were made at night and re- 
peated from week to week until, it is said, 
absolutely satisfactory results were obtained. 

Gustave Schroeder’s Remains Cremated. 

Finally came the official cremation. The re- 
mains reduced to ashes were those of Gustave 
Schroeder, who died a year ago. His earnest 
desire when he lived was that his remains 
might be cremated. His family at this time 
was unable to comply with his request, but 

laced his remains in a vault temporarily. 
Three weeks o Mr. Schroeder’s remains 
were placed in retort and the process was 
declared to be perfectly satisfactory to all 
concerned. 

The fee for a cremation is fixed by the 
Graceland people at $25. Every precaution 
will be taken when application for the crema- 
tion of a body is made to the office at Grace- 
land. Often cremation is opposed, the as- 
sertion being made that in cases of death 
through criminal causes all evidence of guilt 
is destroyed completely by incineration, but 
adequate safeguards are placed around Chi- 
cago’s first crematory, and all danger from 
sources of this kind will be obviated, In or- 
dinary interments a certificate from a physi- 
cian is requi by the Health Department 
and at the cemeteries before a burial permit 
can be obtained or used, but to secure crema- 
tion at Graceland the signatures of two 
reputable medical men will be necessary, be- 
sides a formal request signed by the person 
desiring his or her remains to be cremated, 
One reliable witness is also required to this 
official form of application, which in .the 
Graceland management has been drawn up 


like this: 
Testamentary Clause. 


To remove all doubt as to the final disposition 
of my body I hereby express to my survivors m 
earnest desire that on my decease my body sha 
be cremated at the crematory in Graceland Cem- 
etery or any othér convenient crematory.

O. C. Simonds, superintendent of Grace- 
land Cemetery, said: We are all ready for 
business. A year ago we decided that Chica- 

o was large enough to own a crematory. 
We decided our 22 were broad- minded 
enough to make the introduction of a crema- 
tory a paying investment. I went to St. 
Louis, New Fork, and Milwaukee and in- 
spected the crematories at these places, and 
our aim has been to surpass these in the de- 
tail and construction of our furnaces. Two 
years ago a number of Chicago business- 
men tried to organize a society for 
building a crematory, but they failed to in- 
corporate and the agitation weakened, I be- 
lieve the idea of a cremation stock company 
is defunct. 

To Ask Permission Now. 

„% We have proceeded quietly so as not to 
alarm. Undoubtedly there would have been 
opposition, more or less violent, from a 
majority of the lot-owners had our proposi- 
tion been presented to them and their permis- 
sion asked to run a crematory in connection 
with Graceland Cemetery, so we determined 
to make the crematory an accomplished fact 
first, and ask afterwards, And we are just 
about ready to ask. 

‘* We are preparing an elaborate paper on 
the utility and good results cremation is sure 
to bring about, and we expect to excite less 
criticism than if the subject had been openly 
and generally discussed heretofore.” 

The endeavor of two or three years ago in 
the direction of cremation in Chicago gave 
promise at one time of resulting in perma- 
nent organization. E. S. Dreyer, the banker, 
and W. F. Wiemers, the lawyer, were at the 
head of the movement, and had advanced so 
far toward the attainment of their object that 
people generally became interested,and consid- 
erable stock was sold. No money was col- 
lected, however, and the plan was abandoned 
for the present enterprise. 

In a few days every undertaker in Chicago 
and surrounding towns will be notified by an 
official circular that Graceland Cemetery has 
a crematory fully equipped and is ready to 
receive applications for incineration.

students will open in December and con- 
tinue at intervals of two weeks through the 
winter. Among the lecturers will be Prof. H. 
C.. Ives of St. uis, John P. Davis, Presi- 
dent of the Society of Wood Engravers; Prof.

THIRD SEASON OF THE OHIOAGO 
ORCHESTRA I OPENED. 


Many Friends of the Leader Attend the 
Concert in the Auditorium and Are 
Delighted with a Picturesque Program 
Four of the Five Numbers Never Be- 
fore Given in This City~The Charpen- 
tier Suite Heard or the First Time in 
the United States. 


The Chicago Orchestra, under the leader- 
ship of Theodore Thomas, inaugurated its 
third season at the Auditorium yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Thomas and his players were 
welcomed by many an old friend, but the 
friends made a number of new acquaintances 
in the musical world. The pleasure was mut- 
ual. The leader, who has not been much in 
the public eye since the World’s Fair, but who 
nevertheless has been laboring earnestly for 
the success of this season’s music, was greeted 
warmly ashe carefully picked his way be- 
tween the chairs occupied by the first violins 
and took his position in front of the orchestra. 
Perhaps the theater electrician was moved by 
the music, perhaps a boy was doing his work. 
Anyway somebody fooled with the switches 
which control the rows of incandescent lamps 
overhead and the result was that lights were 
turned on and off in a way that did a good 
deal to mar the effect of the opening selec- 
tion. The audience was twice as large when 
the second number was commenced as at the 
opening of the concert, but, thanks to Mr. 
Thomas’s order, the late comers were not 
allowed to enter until the intermission. The 
audience was quite fashionable for a matinée, 
the lower tier of boxes being fairly well filled. 

Tonight, when the concert is repeated, it is 
expected that society will turn out and capture 
the house. The sale of seats has been ex- 
tremely large. 


Program Affords Fine Contrasts. 


The program of the concert was go 
and of — interest in that out of the 
numbers resented only one, the Bacchanale 
from annhauser,” had been previously 
ve itt in Chicago, while the C ntier 
suite was given for > first time in the United 
States. arrangement of the numbers was 
skillful and afforded admirable contrasts; the 
strength of orchestration at times displayed in 
the Goldmark Overture proving a foil to 
quieter tone of the Tschaikowsky Serenade,“ 
which in the flnal animated movement led 
up to the Tannhäuser excerpt. This was 
succeeded by the Slavonic Rhapsody of Dvorak,

Goldmark’s Pentheselia and Achilles,“ 
op. 31, in two contrasting pictures, Festival 
of Roses—Strife and Death,” is intended to

ounded, and is one w ie an entirely dif- 
ferent treatment of the subject to the Homer- 
ic version. This composition is less original 
in the earlier than in the latter portion, where 
both themes and 2 display ad vance in 
technical ability and a j egree of in- 
spiration.

The Tschaikowsky Serenade, op. 48, is in 
four parts: Pezzo in forma di Sonatina, 
Vaise, Elegie, and Finale.

Filled with Bohemian Spirit. 


The Slavonic Rha y, op. 45, No. 2, is 
full of the same spirit, a and splendid 
orchestral coloring that glow in the numbers 
one and three of the same set, and the Bohe- 
mian element imbues the work throughout. 

The Impressions d’Italie”—I,, Serenade; 
II., A la Fontaine; III., A Mules; IV., Sur 
les. Cimés; V., Napoli—by Gustave Charpen- 
tier, purports to be a series of pictures 
or impressions of Italy. They are 
thorough'y French impressions, however, 
and more sentimentally attractive than mu- 
sically worthful. Detached and fragmentary, 
they show knowledge of forces and of the 
combination of material, but they show also 
an overwheiming tendency to run to effects 
and as a result appeal to the ear but never to 
the mind. The Suite will, though, be a favor- 
ite with the class that enjoys popular 
music—a class to which it undoubtedly will 
appeal. 

Mr. Thomas directed with great animation 
and the orchestra responded almost as though 
it had been in continuous practice since last 
heard in the Auditorium, The Wagner 
selection and the Goldmark Overt- 
une, as well as the Dvorak Rhap- 
sody, achieved a splendid presentation, 
and the care and color development which the 
Charpentier obtained in performance went 
far to elevate its worth. The program 
throughout was received with flattering atten- 
tion and the interest evinced by the large 
audience plainly indicated a sincerity of ap- 
preciation.

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“NAT” S. JONES FAILS. 


PORMER OHIOAGO MILLIONAIRE 8US- 
PENDS IN WALL STREET. 


He Makes an Immense Fortune on the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange and Is Known as 
a Bold Bear SpeculatoreRemoves to 
New York and Gets on the Wrong Side 
of the Market—Known for His Gener- 
osity- Former Partner of Prominent 
Men, 


New Yor, Nov. 24.—[Special.]—Nathaniel 
S. Jones, atone time a prominent operator 
on the Stock Exchange, announced his suspen- 
sion today. He had no outstanding contracts 
and the suspension is unimportant except for 
Mr. Jones’ past prominence. He has been 
doing very little trading of late and has no 
outstanding contracts. He has had desk 
room only inan Exchange court office, but 
could not be found there this afternoon, In- 
quiry was made at the various offices he was 
accustomed to visit, but his whereabouts 
could not be ascertained. It is generally 
understood in Wall street thatthe present 
suspension is due to the action of one of Mr. 
Jones’ former partners in notifying the Stock 
Exchange that he held a claim against Jones 
which the latter was unable to pay.

King in street, originated this saying. Many 
men have lived to see it verified in their own ex- 
perience, and Nat Jones was one of them, In 
1886 he was the possessor of 1,000,000 hard 
American dollars, all made in less than six 

ears in the most hazardous form of 0 
nthe year 1893, seven years later, the formal 
announcement of his failure is made in a way 
that indicates that not eno ugh of that princely 
fortune is left to prevent his creditors on the 
Stock Exchange from posting him—the last re- 
sort of one broker against another. The an- 
nouncement was not a surprise to his old ac- 

uaintances on the Caleage Board of Trade. 

They keep in close touc with New York. 
Over a * 1 wires every 
of gossip all street is filtered to 
Chicago and, * „Nat has been out of 
the grain market for a long time, it has been 
oe here for a year or more he was 
„ thin.“ 

The announcement on the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday surprised none of them. But in 
the buzz of chat it created only expressions of 
sympathy and regret were heard, for the bank- 
ropt speculator was one of the most generous 
and openhanded men ever connected with that 
institution, as well as one of the most daring, 
brilliant, and successful of speculators. 

Like many other men who have even success 
in speculation, Mr. Jones began in an ex 
ingly modest way. He came to Chicago from 
Cincinnati in 1879 and became connected with 
the Board of Trade as an employé of a commis- 
sion firm, finally managing to join the institution 
as a broker. He was a quick trader in the pit 
and attracted the attention of a prominent spec- 
ulator who didn’t live in Chicago but spent most 
of his time on the floor. Jones in- 
duced him to furnish the money 
to open ajoint scalpi account, the arrange- 
ment being that Jones should do the trading and 
the profits be equall divided. In one year his oper- 
ations, it was said, placed $150,000 to the credit of 
the account. Jones took his share and went into the 
commission business with George C. Eldri 
By this time he was known as a bold and 
rapid operator, particularly on the short side. 
Speculators, it has n said, are born either 
bulls or bears, and Jones was a natural bear. 
the bull side of the market he was often hesitat- 
ing and timid. A xe ear or two after he engaged in 
partnership with 22 he became associated 
with Norman B. Ream, John Cudahy, and C, J. 
Singer in a joint account. The combination 
speedily made itself felt in the market. It was 
known as the Big Four.” 

For over two years the quartet traded in the 

speculative commodities of the board, r 
on the short side, and with a success that 
tonished the oldest men on the floor. All of the 
members, of course, had many individual deals 
in this time. They were all greatly successful, 
and Jones so 2 so that his luck 
became proverbial. At one time he made 6300, 
000 in three months of a comparatively dull 
market. Lines aggregating 3,000,000 and 4,000,- 
000 bushels of grain were frequently put out 
by —1 and in provisions his plunges were equal- 
y heavy 

Jones “diesolved partnership with Eldridge and 
formed an association with new partners under 
the name of Jones, Kennett & Hopkins. He tu 
his attention to stocks, and although at first he 
sent his orders from Chicago over private wires 
his name soon became familiar to Wall street 
men asan operator intheir market. In 1886 
Jones’ fortune was estimated at $1,000,000. He 
built a splendid mansion on the ake Shore drive 
at a cost of $250,000, but before it was finished 
began visiting New York to be nearer the stock 
market, which now engaged most of his atten- 
tion. His firm opened a branch housein that 
city and he, in order to be nearer the stock mar- 
ket, removed there, never having lived in his new 
house beside the lake. 

Jones quickly became popular in New York. 
Addison Cammack, the bear.leader in Wall 
street, said he was one of the smartest men who 
had yet come out of the West. The same traits 
of free-handed liberality which drew to him 
friends in Chicago widened his circle of friends 
in New York: He was a man of fat of of pres- 
ence. big framed, genial, thoughtful of speech, 
looking altogether more like a heayy mer 
chant than a bold speculator. It was 
said t when he finally withdrew from 
his firm to operate alone that his 
account was found to be charged with thousands 
of dollars, representing losses made by men 
whom he had staked. 

For a time Jones was moderately successful in 
New York. Then the turn came. 0 r 
Western stocks for his speculation, and some o 
them proved disastrous to him. He is stated to 
have lost altogether $330,000 in Chicago Gas 
and $100.000 in Lead. Gradually losses absorbed 
the money he had taken from Chicago. He sold 
his big house on the Lake Shore drive for 

150,000 to J.T. Torrence and settled up other 

‘hicago interests. All went into the losses made 
by what brokers called a prolonged period of 
being wrong on the market, and two years ago 
it was gossiped on the Board of Trade that Jones 
was broke. He ceased to be mentioned in the news 
items or to be heard of in the market. 
His old friends saw him when they visited New 
York, but he has not been in Chicago for a long 
time, Yesterday there were men on change who 
offered to bet that Jones would get up again. He 
had climbed up once, they said, and if his nerve 
was not gone he could climb again. 


ASSIGNMENT OF MILLINERY FIRM, 


N. B. Haynes Company Quits Business Aft- 
* Settlement of Attachment. 


The N. B. Haynes company, one of the old- 
est and largest millinery establishments in 
the West, has made an assignment and its 
business is now in the hands of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company as assignee. The 
Chicago house, located at Wabash avenue and 
Madison street, has been bought out by Erick- 
son & Stewart, a New York firm engaged in 
the wholesale millinery business, and will be 
conducted hereafter by them. The numerous 
branches located throughout the country are 
included in the general assignment. 
lt is stated by attorneys for the 
assignee that the assets and liabilities 
will reach $50,000, The assignment 
was decided upon late Thursday even- 
ing at a meeting of the officers of the com- 
pay. This action was caused directly by an 
attachment instituted by Erickson & Stewart 
and a levy made on thé retail store on Wa- 
bash avenue. As soon asthe levy was made 
the company sought a settlement with Erick- 
son & Stewart, the result of which was that 
the New York firm purchased the stock and 
fixtures for 611.000. their creditors’ claim of 
$5.7 728 being accepted as part payment. 

The N. B. Haynes company was incorpo- 
rated about four years ago with a capital 
stock of $100,000. Many years prior to that 
time it had conducted un extensive millinery 
business, having a dozen or more branch 
stores in various parts of the country. Its 
officers were N. B. Haynes, President, and 
David F. Atwoud, Seeretary.

FIRING AT MELILLA SUSPENDED. 


Under a Truce the Rifians and Spaniards 
Are Increasing Their Strength. 
Meru, Nov. 24.—Mutey Araaf, the Sul- 
tan's brother, has not yet been able to secure 
from the Riffians a promise to stop fighting. 
In the meantime a truce continues and prac- 
tically no shots have been exchanged for two 
days. The Riffians continue to make trenches 
in the vicinity of Fort Sadi Guairach, one of 
the Spanish outposts, while at the same time 
the Spaniards are pushing their intended en- 
campment works nearer the Riffian lines. 
Two mote regiments of infantry have arrived 
at Melilla, and the force there now numbers 
about 17,000.

RUMORS OF A BATTLE IN MEXICO, 


Both Sides Claim Victory but the Reports 
Cannot Be Confirmed, 
ISPEUIAL CABLE. ! 

CrupapD Jvarez, Mex., via Galveston, Tex., 
Nov. 24.— [Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.|—Unconfirmed reports of a 
battle beyond Concepcion are in circulation. 
Federal officials assert their troops came on 
the revolutionists, who fled to the mountains. 
The rebel sympathizers say they have defeated 
the government forces, All roads are 
picketed and couriers are not allowed to pass 
either way, hence rumors cannot be verified 
in less than forty-eight hours. 

Santa Anna Perez isa man of courage. He 
took a leading part in the Noria revolution 
and afterward in the Tuxtepec plan, which es- 
tablished the Diaz government. Until a year 
ago he wasin the service of Diaz, when he 
was insulted in the Town of Guerrero and 
fired upon the Federal soldiers under the 20m- 
mand of a Mexican Captain. The latter had 
just reached Guerrero with his scattered band 
of soldiers, who had been put to flight, with 
all of Gen. Ranjelos’ troops, by the Tomochi- 
ans. He asked Perez why he had failed to 
help with men in the attack of Tomochie. 
The revolutionist answered that he had obeyed 
his orders to the letter, The Captain called 
him a coward and they came to biows 
and immediately the troops of both 
commanders were firing at one another across 
the Plaza of Guerrero. Santa Anna Perez 
was wounded and withdrew with his men to 
a neighboring town. From there the next 
day he sent to Guerrero for some baggage 
and horses he had left behind, ordering the 
messenger to say thatif the goods were not 
delivered he would go in person to get them. 
All was delivered. Since that time Perez has 
been against the government and was u prom- 
inent leader in the outbreak at Tomochie 
and Santo Tomos. All he lacks is money 
and as soon as he can gain a victory he will 
secure financial aid. 

On this side of the river the government is 
forcibly pressing men into the army and the 
river is being patroled on both sides. Still 
small bands from Texas continue to cross 
over and are traveling eastward. It is prob-

The Flag of Brazil Flung to the Breeze on 
the New Cruiser. 

New Yorx, Nov. 24.—The Brazilian flag 

was unfurled at 4:06 p. m. today on board 

the steamship formerly known as the Brit- 


annia and the vessel was christened the Amer- 


ica by Miss Mendonca, daughter of the Bra- 
zilian Minister. The ceremony took place in 
that portion of New York Bay which Miss Lib- 
erty lights with hor torch at night and over- 
looks by day.

An 
order was obtained from Washington to pro- 
vide for the transfer of the guns to the Brit- 
annia and now no such vessel exists. Unless 
this matter delays the transfer the America 
will put to sea at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing and join the Nictheroy at Barbadoes. The 
Destroyer will not go with the Ameri za, but 
will be sent down later to join the govern- 
ment fleet, 

United States District-Attorney Mitchell 
yesterday was approached by three men, who 
professed to be agents of Admiral Mello, who 
asked him to take action to prevent the de- 
parture of the Brazilian cruiser America. 
Gen. Martin T. McMahon introduced the 
strangers to him and said they wished to call 
his attenticn to Sec. 5,283 of the neutrality 
laws, which was designed to prevent the peo- 
ple of the United States interfering with a 
people with whom they had been at peace. 
Two of the agents were Edmund Guerin and 
Francis E. Devlin. The District-Attorney 
told the men he thought the government 
could only recognize the regularly constitut- 
ed government of Brazil as the people“ of 
Brazil, but, at any rate, he could do nothing 
in the matter except to impart his advice to 
the Collector of the Port, as his legal adviser, 
if he was asked for it. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 24.—No action 
has been taken by the President upon the ap- 
plication by Guerin and Devlin, acting in 
Admiral Mello’s interests, to have the steamer 
America prevented from sailing under the 
Brazilian flag to join Peixoto’s forces and to 
have the government stop further recruiting 
in this country for the Brazilian navy. 

There is the highest authority for the state- 
ment that shortly after his arrival in the 
United States from Brazil Admiral Stanton 
will be given another comm and, equal in dig- 
nity and importance to that from which he 
was relieved last month. On the other hand, 
if Mello should succeed in overturning the 
established government of Brazil it is not un- 
likely Admiral Stanton will be again placed 
in command of the United States squadron in 
Brazilian waters as an act of poetic justice,“ 
as a high official of the department expressed 
it.

LAST MILITARY AND MASONIO RITES 


In Spite ot the Keen Cold Hundreds of 
Citizens Assemble at Virequa and At- 
tend the Obsequies of the Man They 
Loved=Ex-President Harrison Is Pres- 
enteGov. Peck and His Staff Attend 
the Funeral Car to the Cemetery—Dr, 
Butler Preaches the Sermon, 

Vinoqua, Wis,, Nov. 24.—The funeral of 
Jeremiah M. Rusk took place today. Over 
the same road he drove a stage coach nearly 
fifty years ago his funeral car was followed 
today by a large concourse of men 
and women from all walks of life, 
who braved the cold to do honor to 
the memory of a man they all loved, 
Soon after daybreak, despite the fact that the 
thermometer was at zero and that the turn- 
pikes were heaped high with snow, the farm- 
ing and business folks of the adjacent town- 
ships began to arrive. As the moraing wore 
on the entering procession assumed larger 
proportions and at times the string of vehicles 
from the north and the south was close upon 
a mile in length in either direction. In the 
cars of the early morning train on the branch 
from Sparta, and which picked up delegations 
at Cashton, Melvina, Westby, and other 
towns, there was scarcely a foot of standing- 
room. A special train of ten cars from La 
Crosse, filled with members of the Masonic 
fraternity and veterans of the war from that 
and intermediate towns, arrived at noon.

Charles Miller, the Lake View milk dealer 
who saw the man supposed to be ‘* Cooney 
the Fox with another man and a woman 
drive in a buggy to the wood where he after- 
wards found the grave supposed to be 
intended for Dr. Cronin’s body, was present in 
court yesterday. He was brought there by 
Capt. Schuettler to take a quiet look at Dan 
Coughlin to see whether he could be identi- 
fied as the second man in the buggy. The re- 
sult was as Capt. Schuettler had anticipated— 
that he did not identify Coughlin. The man 
who was seen in company with the grave- 
digger of camp No. 20 wore no mustache, 
and nobody remembers having ever seen Dan 
Coughlin without one. So far, therefore, as 
direct testimony against Coughlin is con- 
cerned, the discovery of the mysterious exca- 
vation counts for nothing. It, however, 
strengthens the chain of circnmstantial evi- 
dence as to conspiracy. 

James J. Cunnea,one of the persons charged 
with complicity in the Cronin murder con- 
spiracy, first made his appearance in Chicago 
in the year 1882. He then assisted a brother 
of his ina meat market. The following year 
he seems to have spent out of thecity. It is 
supposed he was concerned in some of the 
dynamiting expeditions which were sent over 
to England about that period. If so he had 
the rare good fortune to escape arrest, for the 
next year he opened a saloon in Chicago. He 
did not remain long in this occupation, but 
drifted into other business. His alleged part 
in the conspiracy was the purehase of the fur- 
niture for t room on Clark street from 
which the plotters could see into Dr. Cronin’s 
office in Opera-House Building. The 
same furniture was afterwards removed to the 
Carlson cottage. Whatever further connec- 
tion Cunnea may have had with the plot has 
not transpired. 

When do I think the trial will be finished?“ 
exclaimed Judge Tuthill.

WILL STAND BY ITS CONTRACTS. 


Southern Associated Press to Keep All of 
Its Agreements. 

Avausta, Ga., Nov. 24.—The Southern As- 
sociated Press has resolved to stand squarely 
by the contracts that it has been working 
under the last year. These contracts have not 
been altered in any shape or form, and it has 
been resolved that these will not be altered. 
It is the sentiment of the Southern Associated 
Press not to take part or interfere with any 
controversy between other parties or associa- 
tions, but it will keep all its agreements and 
will require others to do the same. That 
there may be no misunderstanding the follow- 
ing copy of the official resolution, unani- 
mously adopted by the Southern Associated 
Press in ite regular annual meeting of stock- 
holders, is made public: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be ap- 

inted to notify the members of the Associated 

ress that after fully debating upon their propo- 
sition the stockholders of the Southern Associ- 
ated Press have unanimously decided to stand on 
existing contracts with the Associated Press and 
the United Press. 

Resolved, second, That we shall comply fully 
with the provisions of said contracts and shall 
require other parties to these contracts to do the 
same. 

These resolutions were passed in response 
to a request of a committee of the Associated 
Press, headed by Melville E. Stone. General 
Manager of the Associated Press, asking the 
members of the Southern Associated Press to 
become members of the Associated Press on 

ual terms with the original members. 

his statement is sent out by authority of 
the full board of directors of the Southern As- 
sociated Press. 

The present contract was made a year ago 
for a term of eighteen years by the Southern 
Associated Press on one side and the United 
Press and Victor Lawson, Charles W. 
Knapp, and Frederic Driscoll, representing 
the Associated Press, on the other, and pro- 
vided that the two last named should deliver 
reports laid down in Washington and Mem- 
phis respectively fora stipulated sum. The 
efforts of the Western Associated Press peo- 
ple have been directed towards acquiring the 
whole of the money paid by the Southern As- 
sociated Press, although prior to the making 
of tne contract their organization had no reve- 
nue or clients in the South, while the United 

was in receipt of a large reve- 
nue from that section which it 
turned over to the Southern 
Associated Press when the agreement was 
made. For two or three weeks the Western 
Associated Press refused to honor the drafts 
of the United Press for its share of the joint 
revenue. The Southern Association, however, 
took such strong measures in the matter that 
payment was resumed, and the action of the 
Southern Associated Press yesterday makes 
the proposition of the United Press in the 
South absolutely permanent. The plan of 
the Western Associated Press met with signal 
defeat.

The Central Construction Company Elects 
Directors—- Plans of the Corporation. 

The Central Construction company, which 
proposes to build the down-town belt of ele-

„L systems and several of the important 
railroad stations, organized its Board of Di- 
rectore yesterday. The meeting was held in 
the offices of Williams, Holt & Wheeler, at- 
torneys,in the Tacoma Building, and was 
called in compliance with the statute of in- 
corporation.

PALMER BOULEVARD NOT AS POPU- 
LAR AS LAKE-SHORE DRIVE. 


Lincoln Park 8 Say That 
if There Is Too Much Opposition They 
May Rescind Their Action = Rumors 
That Gov. Altgeld in Refusing to Ap- 
point Potter Palmer to the Lincoln 
Park Board Was Responsible Are De- 
nied- What Prominent Citizens Say. 


* T would like to get a permit to take a walk 
along Palmer boulevard,” said a North Side 
citizen as he entered the office of the Lincoln 
Park Commissioners on the ninth floor of the 
Ashland Block yesterday afternoon. None of 
the Commissioners was in the office. At one 
of the desksaclerk sat looking over some 
papers. He looked at the stranger in a cu- 
rious way, smiled grimly, but said nothing. 

Nothing which the present Board of Lincoln 
Park Commissioners has done during its ex- 
istence has aroused comment on the part of 
property-owners as its recent action in chang- 
ing the nameofa part of the Lake-Shore 
drive to Palmer boulevard. Though the 
change was made Nov. 8 it did not.become 
public until yesterday. Following is a copy 
of the official record of the day mentioned: 


On motion of Commissioner Winston the fol- 
lowing order was passed: 

Ordered, That all the Lake-Shore boulevard 
lying south of North avenue, embracing what is 
now known as the Pine street drive, be and the 
same is hereby designated as the Palmer boule- 
vard, and sh hereafter be known and desig- 
nated by that name only. 

The meeting at which this action was taken 
was a called or special meeting. There 
were present Commissioners Winston, Waller, 
Heuer, and Kirk, 

Public opinion appears to be strongly op- 
posed toany change in the name of that 
beautiful driveway, to which the North-Siders 
have for years pointed with pride. Though it 
is conceded that Potter Palmer has done 
much to improve the property abutting. on 
the driveway and that Mrs. Palmer has distin- 
guished herself by excellent work as President 
of the Board of Lady Managers, arfd should 
be honored in some way, many Chicageans 
object to the change of name for the sake of 
any person, however illustrious. From pres- 
ent indications it is probable pressure 
will be brought on the Commissioners to re- 
voke their action. 


F. H. Winston. 


Commissioner F. H. Winston, who intro- 
duced the order at the meeting of the board, 
was seen yesterday. He said: 

If there is any objection on the part of the 
people tothe change we shall not force it on 
them. We can easily revoke the order and what- 
ever has been done in the mattercan be undone. 
Have we any legal right to change the name? 
Well, I suppose we have. That question never 
entered my mind. We supposei that would not 
be questioned ; however, you can see our attorney, 

S. Gregory. At present we are at work ona 
branch of the boulevard between Indiana and 
Oak streets. That part of it shall remain to be 
known as the Lake-Shore drive. But in ex- 
tending the bouleva work we found that 
former boards named parts of the boulevard Pine 
street, Palmer boulevard, and Lake Shore drive. 
In order to facilitate matters and promulgate 
the action of former boards we determin to 
designate that part of the drive between North 
and Chicago avenues as Palmer boulevard. But 
I did not think any one would object to naming 
the drive after Mr. Palmer. He has done a great 
deal for that part of the city and in fact has re- 
claimed it from a swamp. Then Mrs. Palmer, 
too, the queen consort of the great West, should 

honored. 

A man who is well posted on matters per- 
taining to the board said yesterday that the 
change of the name was made at the sugges- 
tion of Gov. Altgeld. He said: 

After Mr. Clarke’s death Potter Palmer was 
talked of for Park Commissioner to fill the va- 
cancy. When Judge Gary was put up as a candi- 
date for reélection Potter Palmer indorsed him. 
This, it was rumored, aroused the Governor's ire 
and he resolved on appointing some one else. In 
order to soothe Mr. Palmer's feelings 1 think he 
induced the Commissioners to name the Lake- 
Shore drive after him. 

Mr. Winston was asked about the foregoing 
statement. He said; 

Not a word of truth is in it, I assure you. In 
fact, I don't know whether the Governor will 
appoint Mr. Palmer or not. 

„There is also some talk, Mr. Winston, 
that the change was made in consideration of 
a promise on the part of Mr. Palmer to make 
some sort of a suitable donation to the park. 
The present, it is said, was to come either in 
form of a monument, a fountain, or improve- 
ment of some sort in the way of an arch at 
the North avenue entrance to the park.“ 

„We have no such understanding with Mr. 
Palmer,“ replied Mr. Winston. Some years 
ago,“ he continued. there was some men- 
tion of a donation, but I have not heard of it 
lately. Of course if Mr. Palmer chooses to 
do anything for the park it will receive the 
proper consideration of the board.”’ 

The board’s attorney, S, S. Gregory, was 
asked as to the rights of the Commissioners in 
changing the name of the drive. 

I have not been consulted about the mat- 
ter at all,“ he said. and have not looked up 
the law in the case. Therefore I am not able 
to give my views for or against it. 

Gen. Joseph Torrence, in commenting on 
the action of the board, said: 

I can enjoy a drive along the Lake Shore drive 
whether it is cailed Palmer boulevard or any- 
thing else. By reason of its location it is natur- 
ally Lake Shore drive. I have only one objec- 
tion tothe name. The drive, I think, should 
have been named a road. If I had the naming of 
it I should have called it Palmer road or Sheri- 
dan road, or any name coupled with road. We 
have been running too much toward boulevards 
and avenues and 1 think a few changes to roads 
would be beneficial. There is Lake avenue on 
the South Side and Lake Shore drive on the 
North Side, all of which goes toward confusing 
the people. 

Opinions Are Given. 

Lyman J. Gage—I think there is poetical justice 
in the change. 

Banker E. S. Dreyer—I don’t think the reasons 
given are sufficient for making a change. We 
have taken our foreigners along the drive and 
pointed to it with pride. It is now known as the 
Lake-Shore drive the world over. It does not ap- 
pear to me good judgment to cut the drive up 
into different names. Now the portion between 
Oak and Indiana streets is to be called Lake- 
Shore drive; then comes Palmer boulevard, bo- 
tween Chicago and North avenues. What do 
they propose to call the drive north of North ave- 
nue? Then a part of the drive starts again at 
Belmont avenue. How do they intend to name 
that? It is all the Lake-Shore drive, and unless 
there are other reasons it should be called by 
that name. I dont like the idea of having four 
or five names for one boulevard. 

Corporation Counsel Kraus—The precedent is 
an undesirable one, for if it should appear that 
the Park Commissioners have the power to 
change the name of boulevards the same action 
might be taken with reference to other streets. 

Aid. Madden—The street has become famous 
and popular by the old name, and it appears to 
me itis a bad policy to adopt anew name fora 
street that has become famous in the history of 
Chicago. 

Judge Tuley—I think the name of the Lake- 
Shore drive should not be changed. Ithas been 
a landmark of Chicago for twenty-five years and 
the present name is all right. 

Prof. David Swing—We are powerless in the 
matter. Ishould leve to honor Mr. aud Mrs. 
Palmer, but I am not pleased over the fact that 
the people are powerless. The Lincoln Park 
Board has the power to pame anything in its 
domain and can call that roadway * Sally alley 
if it so pleases. Chicago must simply lie still 
and take it. If the name must be changed Palm- 
er boulevard is the best new name that can be 
thought of. 

John V. Farwell—It will doubtless cause some 
inconvenience to those who live on the Lake- 
Shore drive and necessitate changes in their 
writing-paper and other minor affairs. but I can 
see no other way in which complaint may be 
made of the project. I think, however, the entire 
roadway should be given the same name, and it 
should not be part Palmer boulevard and part 
Lake-Shore drive.

THE OHAMPION HAS A WINNING 
LEAD OVER SOHAEFER. 


By a Wonderful Run of 456 Hg Not Only 
Breaks the Record but Places the Re- 
sult of the Game Out of Doubt=The 
Shots Were Made with the Balls An- 
chored=The Wizard Plays Well, but Is 
505 Points Behind the Champion 
Score by Innings. 

Ives has the great billiard game won. He 
is 505 points in the lead, and that, too, with 
only 800 points to go. 

The present game has been a most remark- 
able one in every way. Never has such inter- 
est been shown and sustained ina contest of 
the kind, and never have such billiards been 
shown in public. 

Last night Schaefer played good billiards, 
and a loser never had such an average as he 
will have in the present match. Asa loser 
he will average more than most winners 
have in the past. Last night he got to within 
14 points of Ives and was in easy reach of 
him when the champion anchored the balls 
in exactly the same spot that Schaefer made his 
famous run of 343, When the balls settled in 
the position the game as a contest was over. The 
high run record was broken and Ives with the 
great break of 456 placed the result of the con- 
test out of doubt. He might have gone on in- 
terminably, but the balls froze at 444 and he was 
compelled to break them.

Talk of Match but None Made, 

Ives and Schaefer are not matched to play at 
cushion carroms as reported. and probably will 
not be. Ives says that he would need at least six 
weeks to get ready for such a game, and must be 
in Europe before that time to fill an engagement. 
However. he may be induced to remain. The 
Schaefer party seems anxious for the match. 
Dick Roche and Bookmakers Mayer and Levy 
during a discussion Friday morning talked of 
betting as much as $22,000 on a new match 
tween the men, — and Roche to choose the 
game. They nam cushion carroms and the 
match to be played within sixty day. No money 
was posted. 

When Ives started to play last night the balls 
were well scattered and he was unable to gather 
them. He made 6 and missed. Schaefer made

rapidly at open-table billiards to 72 and 
an easy draw shot.

Both balls were together and Schaefer worked 
them slowly to the corner line and then anchored 
them in two shots. 

At 16 they broke, but he drove the red ball to 
the cushion and brought it back perfectly. He 
then counted rapidly at his inimitable rub shot 
to 40. They broke. bas his fiftieth shot, a drive 
to the cushion, again anchored them. At 69 they 
broke again, but he drove the red ball to the 
cushion, brought it back perfectly, and continued 
to count 

Iney broke again at 80 and once more Schaefer 
made a perfect drive to the cushion. At 94 he 
was compelled to massé and broke the balls 
badly on the count. He carried them to the 
other side of the table and continued to amass 
billiards. He counted up to 114 and missed a 
difficult massé, 

Ives made 12, played a kiss shot and failed. 

He claimed the shot but was overruled -by the

Schaefer made 20 and Ives made 1. miss 
both balls on the second shot. Schaefer coul 
not get an opening, made 3 and missed.

Ives Makes a Wonderful Run. 


Then Ives followed with the first nursing he 
had shown in the game. At 40 he had the balls 
anchored at the spot where Schaefer made his 
greatrun. Shot after shot was reeled off with 
exquisite ease and precision. It was the now 
famous rub shot. The red ‘ball was frozen to 
the cushion and the white about an inch 
from it, the line being between the bails. He 
would count from the red to the white, then 
cross to the other side of the table and count 
from the white to the red. One hundred was 
reached, then 150, and finally 200, but the same 
monotonous count went on. 

At 300 the applause was deafening, and when 
Ives reached and then passed Schaefer's run of 
843 the house fairly shook. The crowd began 
to leave and empty seats yawned down from the 
parquet, but the never-ending count went on. 

At 444 the cue ball froze to the white and a 
massé was necessary. It was eleverly executed, 
but the balls broke badly. He continued to 
count, however, up to 456 and then missed a 
massé shot, carrying the cue ball clear around 
the first ball. 

Schaefer made 6 and Ives ran out with 5, leav- 
mg the balls in good position for tonight.

Mrs. Leigh Hill French of Minneapolis, who 


Blanche W. Culbertson before her mar- 
Hage, comes into the possession of a rich: 
“heritage through the compromise of the heirs 


of W. S. Culbertson just filed with the Clerk 


al the Court of Floyd County in New Albany. 


This was the most famous case in the history 


ef Southern Indiana. W. S. Culbertson was 
easily the richest man in the southern portion 
of the State. He was known asa progressive 


man, always ready tc extend aid in public 
matters, and when he died, full of honors and 
of years, June 25, 1892, he left a fortune of 


more than $2,000,000 to be divided among 


four heirs. Only three of the number re- 
ceived bequests unrestricted. Blanche, the 
youngest daughter of this rich man, then 22 
years old, was provided for ina most liberal 
manner in the will proper, but in a codicil 


dated four days before his death the father 


ed that she be cut off with $5,000 a 
year if she should marry one Leigh French of 
Minneapolis. | 

Now at the time of the father’s death 
Blanche was not only much in love with 

French but they were engaged to be 
married within the year. Millionaire W. S. 
Culbertson died June 25, 1892. Blanche 
went to Chicago soon after and began house- 
keeping on the North Side under the chaper- 
onage of the mother of Capt. McKey of the 
British army. After the death of the father 
and through the interposition of the members 
of the family Blanche had broken the en- 
gagement with young French. 

That was the supposition at least, and her 
engagement had been announced to Capt. 
McKey, whose mother had preceded him to 
America to await his coming marriage. 

French Is Met in Chicago., 

One night Miss Culbertson went to the 
opera in Chicago and that was the last time 
she went to her home on the North Side. She 


met Leigh French there, whether accidentally 


or purposely no one knows, and instead of 
returning to the society of the British 
Captain’s mother she went to the home of 
other friends. Soon after this she entered 
suit in New Albany for the setting aside of 
the codicil which would disinherit her in the 
event of her marriage to Leigh French, but 
before the case came to trial she married her 
Minneapolis lover at the risk of losing 
$500,000 in interest bearing securities. 

The young couple went to Europe, but 
their lawyers remained behind and began the 


. preparations for a long struggle in the courts 


to break the will and gain for their fair client 
the money which would have gone to her had 
she marriéd a man other than Leigh French, 
providing he might meet the high standard 
det down by the trustees of the estate, to 
whom the delicate matter of selecting a hus- 
band for the young woman was left. There 
was a strong array of legal talent on either 
side and all the preparations were complete 
for a bitter fight. Just at this point the heirs 
concluded to compromise, and they aid so, 
Mrs. French nearly but not quite ail 
the money which would have been hers under 
the original document.

GRAVE ROBBERS ARE DRIVEN AWAY 


Two Men Discovered While Endeavoring 
to Carry Off Lizzie Bellmore’s Body. 
InpranaPouis, Ind., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
An attempt was made last night to rob the 
unmarked grave of Lizzié Bellmore, the 
Brooklyn girl who committed suicide here 
Nov. 3. A guard discovered two men digging 
into the grave in Mount Jackron Cemetery 
about midnight and opened fire on them, 
but they escaped, leaving a complete 
set of body-snatching tools. The 
mvsterious suicide of this young woman has 
never been explained. Coroner Beck, after 
three weeks’ work on the case, returned his 
verdict today finding the death due to an 
opiate administered by her own hand. There 
was found no vial, box. or package of any 
description to show she had obtained poison, 
nor was any note left to indicate that she in- 
tended to end her iife. The girl was supposed 
to be highly connected in New York and 
Bronklyn, having come here four years ago 
and ever refusing to give the name of her rel- 
atives.

NEW ALBANY MEN INFLUENOED BY 
DIME NOVELS TO ORIME. 


Every Preparation for the Carrying Off of 
Olive Kraft Betrays the Origin of the 
Idea~John Kane Tempted, but Refuses 
to Have Anything to Do with the Plot 
Confession Which Tells of Peculiar 
Conditions Expected=One Is Dead and 
Others May Go to the Penitentiary. 


New Auzany, Ind., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
Charles Compton, Mason Whiteman, and 
John Parker, the men under arrest for the at- 
tempt to kidnap Olive Kraft, the 12-year-old 
daughter of Joseph H. Kraft, were not tried 
here today. The case was set for this morn- 
ing in Justice John J. Richards’ court, but 
when the case was called they were not ready 
for trial. They asked, through their attor- 
neys, fora change of venue to the court of 
Justice L. B. Huckeby and it was granted 
them. Thetime set now for the trial is 2 
o’clock Wedesday afternoon. The plot to 
steal the daughter of Joseph Kraft, the wealthy 
merchant of New Albany, seems to have been 
the result of dime novels. 

The plan was so chimerical in all its de- 
tails, and suspicion was certain to have fallen 
on these men that no sane man would ever 
have been mixed up in it. These men bad 
been under suspicion of such a plan, and had 
been called into the office of the Chief of Po- 
lice and charged with it; yet in the face of all 
this they hud the hardihood to attempt to 
carry out the idea of stealing the girl and 
holding her for $10,000 ransom. The result 
of their attempt is that one of their number 
was killed and the other three are in jail in 
default of $5,000 bail charged with a felony, 
the punishment for which, if they are found 
guilty, is from five to fourteen years in the 
penitentiary. 

Had it not been for John Kane, Mr. Kraft's 
farmer, the attempt would have beemsuccess- 
ful beyondadoubt. It appears from the 
statements made by the men and Kane that 
the plot to steal Kraft’s daughter had been 
discussed by these men for six months. Three 
times they had started for Mr. Kraft's farm 
for the purpose of kidnapping the little girl, 
and as often had the plans miscarried be- 
cause of Kane happening to get in their way. 
They seem finally to have dared to take Kane 
into the plot, make him an offer of one-fifth 
of the expected ransom money, he to give his 
coéperation. 

How Kane Was to Co-operate. 

The part assigned him was an easy one. He 
was to notify the gang at what hour the hos- 
tler wasaway from the barn, thus giving 
them a chance to overpower him on his re- 
turn, bind him hand and foot, and leave him 
lying helpless. Kane was then to come out 
and lie down while he was being tied and then 
he was to cry. out for Mr. Kraft to come out 
and thus give the gang a chance to seize him 
also and by so doing leave clear the way for 
the abduction of the little girl. John Kane 
seemed willing to be their tool, but when he 

ot the first intimation of the plan he prompt- 
y notified Mr. Kraft. Mr. Kraft in turn noti- 
tied the Chief of Police and the latter called 
the three men before him. There were only 
three in it then, Charles Compton and Mason 
and Stephen Whiteman. 

These men when brought before the Chief 
denied knowing anythmg about the matter, 
but the next day they were back again to see 
Kane, and on his saying that he had told no 
one they took him into their confidence again. 
Then the negro, John Parker, or as he is 
known, Peter Jackson, was taken into the 
plot and the agreement was to hold the girl 
for a ransom of $10,000 and that each of the 
five men should receive $2,000 as his share 
for the work done. Eariy Monday morning 
Stephen Whiteman met Kane near the Krait 


ho'nestead and informed him that the gang | 


would be there at dusk that evening and that 
they expected his assistance. , 

The scheme was for the five men to receive 
a signal from Kane. A rush would then be 
made for the barn and Kane was to be bound 
and gagged in order to relieve him of any 
suspicion. Mr. Kraft was then to be decoyed 
from the house, overpowered, bound and 
gagged, and then the 
Mrs. Kraft and the little girl would be with- 
out protection and the child carried off. 
Kane at once notified Mrs. Kraft, who, taking 
her child and the farmer, drove at once to 
New Albany, where Mr. Kraft was informed 
of the facts. He notified the police, and while 
they could not credit the story, yet they ad- 
vised him to bave a band of friends secreted 
in the barn, have the signal displayed, and 
when the kidnapers came to deal out sum- 
mary vengeance, 


The Party in the Barn. 


Mr. Kraft secured the aid of Will Shea. 
Jackson Brown, Stewart Loury, A. J. Gwin, 
Frank A. Kraft, and W. H. Widman, all 
armed, They were stationed in the barn, the 
signal displayed, and at 6:45 the gang entered 
the building. In the box stalls on either side 
were Mr. Kraft's friends, and within a second 
the fring began. The kidnapers rushed out 
the open doors at the north end of the build- 
ing: At the entrance they separated, Stephen 
Whiteman turning to the left, while the others 
ran in the other direction. Just outside the 
door Stephen Whiteman threw up his hands 
and fell to the ground. He was carried in the 
barn, where it was found that he had been 
struck by two rifle bullets, one striking him 
in the left hip and coming out in the groin and 
the other passing through his right side. 

The man died in forty minutes, but not be- 
fore he gave the names of Mason Whiteman, 
Charles Compton, and Peter Jackson as his 
accomplices, his last words being: Brother, 
you brought this on me.“ The police of New 
Albany were notified of the affair and in less 
than two hours had Mason Whiteman and 
Charles Compton in jail. Stephen White- 
man, the man killed, wasa brother of ex- 
Policemen Ed and Walter Whiteman. Walter 
Whiteman was also arrested, but was released 
from custody, there being no evidence that 
he was concerned in the outrage. The others 
stoutly denied their guilt and endeavored to 
show that they were at their homes when the 
tragedy occurred, 

Steve Whiteman was about 25 years old 
and was unmarried. Theothers are older and 
have families. All the gang were constant 
readers of dime novels, and it is thought that 
the scheme emanatea from some of this 
literature. Several years ago the Whitemans, 
acting under the instructions of a clairvoyant 
dug for $60,000 of alleged treasure secret 
near Failing Run Creek, and were indignant 
when the newspapers at the time ridiculed 
their efforts. Six months ago Supt. Cannon 
of the New Aibany police force had informa- 
tion from Mollie Compton of Jeffersenville 
that a scheme was on foot to kidnap a little 
girl and that her bfother-in-law, Charles 
Compton, was the ringleader of the plot. But 
little attention was paid to the story by Col. 
Cannon for the reason that the conspiracy 
seemed to be preposterous. 


Compton Tells of the Crime, 


Charles Compton has since made a confes- 
sion of his complicity in the attempted kid- 
naping. Compton says the plot was formed 
about six months ago. During the time be- 
tween its conception and its attempted fulfill- 
ment the plot was amplified and touched u 
in a finishing manner. The three heads which 
were first put together were those of Charles 
Compton, Stephen Whiteman, and Mason 
Whiteman. Later John Parker, colored, was 
called into the council and made a full part- 
ner in the expected $10,000 ransom. Comp-

Suit of Welsh and Mullanaphy 
Against an Archbishop’s Estate. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—The 
suit of Bridget Powers and Joseph Welsh 
against Archbishop Kenrick and Coadjutor 
Kain for possession of a fund growing out of 
conscience money deposited with ‘Archbishop 
Rosatti, Kentick’s predecessor, many years 
ago, was still further complicated by a peti- 
tion filed today by thirty-four Mullanaphy 
heirs to perpetuate certain testimony which 
might be required in ‘the future. The story 
of the fund is interesting. John Mullanaphy 
before leaving Ireland a partner of John 
Welsh in a fidbing venture in w Mullan- 
aphy handled all the cash, He emigrated to 
America without consul Welsh,and brought 
with him the result of combined labor. 
This money was invested in St. Louis and 
Mullanaphy became enormously wealthy and 
at his death bequeathed $1,500,000 worth of 
real estate as a fund to aid emigrants. Before 
his death he told Arehbishop Rosatti the story 
of his departure from Ireland and turned over 
to him Welsh's original money, together with 
the earned increment, making a large sum. 
Welsh, however, had lost sight of and 
Archbishop Rosatti had a statement of the 
facts published in all localities in Ireland 
where Welsh was known, calling on the 
heirs to communicate with him. No demand 
was ever made until a few years ago, when 
the two plaintiffs in the present suit set up 
their claim, stating they had left Ireland be- 
fore Rosatti’s search for the heirs. The 
Mullanaphy heirs now fear the claimants 
will try to secure their property and asked 
the appointment of a commission to take 
Archbishop Kenrick’s r that he 
might tell the whole story, and Judge Klein 
gran the request, and, strangely enough, 
appointed a female notary, Miss Ottiline F. 
Oberbeck, to take the Archbishop’s deposi- 
tion.

‘JESSE SMITH SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND 


MBS. GRAYRILL AT KANKAKER 


He Goes to the Home of the Latter and 
Asks His Divorced Wife to Live with 
Him Agaln- Upon Refusal and Hostile 
Demonstrations on the Part of Mrs, 


Graybill He Kills Both Women Instant- 


ly=Then, He Puts a Bullet in His 
Braln- His Career. 

Kayxakeg, III., Nov. 24.—[ Special.] — Jesse 
D. O. Smith of this city murdered his divorced 
wife, Ella Haughn Smith, and Mrs. Catharine 
Graybill at noon today, and an hour later, 
after one futile attempt to take his own life, 
made another that proved successful. Smith 
wanted his wife to come back and live with 


him. He went to the house of Mrs. Graybill, |

Ella, I want you to come back to me,“ he 
said, as the door closed behind him. 

Mrs. Smith looked up from her sewing in 
surprise. “No, Jesse, she replied, “ you 
have made it impossible for me to ever live 
with you again.” 

‘*You’d better go away,” broke in Mrs, 
Graybill, nervousiy. Lou cannot get your 
wife. She won't go.“ 

Then I'll do something desperate!“ Smith 
shouted as he felt for something in his hip 


pocket, 

Mrs. Graybill rushed to the next room and 
came back with a revolver in her hand, Be- 
fore she could use it a bullet from the weapon 
Mrs. Smith 
rushed toward the man to keep him from 
shooting Mrs, Graybill. Turning about 
quickly he sent a bullet into her heart, and she 
sank lifeless on the body of the first victim. 

Smith then placed the weapon against his 
head and pulled the trigger. bullet en- 
tered just above the right eye, glanced on the 
skull, and came out above where it went in. 
Smith then left the house dazed, with blood 
streaming from the wound. : 

One of Smith’s children witnessed the shoot- 
ing and informed the neighbors. 

mith walked a mile or more to his home, 
blood marking his trail the entire distunce. 
Arriving there he made another attempt and 
this time was succeseful, the ball entering 
— the temple and ranging upward in the 
rain, 

Early last spring Mrs. Smith left her hus- 
band, going to her mother’s to reside. She at 
once began proceedings for divorce, which 
was granted at the April term of the Circuit 
Court. Mrs. Smith remained with her mother 
until a few weeks ago, ason being born to 
her in the meantime. Then she went to live 
with Mrs. Graybill. 

Smith, since the divorce was granted, has 
been endeavoring to induce his wife to return 
to him, but she steadily refused to do so, and 
he has been subject to fits of melancholy. He 
was talking constantly of his wife and chil- 
dren. Being cheered ap and told to keep such 
things out of his mind he would brace up for 
a time and go about his work, but he would 
relapse again into his despondent moods. It 
was during one of t despondent moods 
that he committed the murder and suicide 
today. 

As soon as the news spread over the city a 
mob of men formed, and there is no doubt 
that Judge Lynch would have attended to 
Smith’s case in short order if he had not 
made a second and successful attempt to kill 
himself. Smith was at one time engaged in 
business here, but three years ago he disposed 
of his store. Since then he has been going 
down hill. He was 35 years old, his wife 28, 
and Mrs. Graybill 62. 

The probable cause for the killing of the 
old lady was the fact that she was thought by 
Smith to be instrumental in keeping his wife 
from coming back to him and also in her get- 
ting the divorce. Mr. Smith leaves three 
children, the eldest about 7 years old and the 
youngest 4 months. 

Mrs. Graybill was formerly a resident of 
Champaign and later of Onarga. She had 
been.a widow for a number of years.

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Senaror SuermMan bemg asked what the 
Ohio sheepmen would do if wool were ad- 
mitted free, which it unquestionably will be, 
replied: “ Probably alter the nature of their 
flocks. Mutton will sell as well as fleece, 
Lambs will still bring $1. Large-framed 
sheep will make larger mutton.“ The more 
intelligent sheep raisers will pursue this 
course and will be decidedly the gainers in 
the end. Tue Trisune has been telling them 
for years that they would have to come to 
this, and it would have been better for them 
if they had put more faith in what it said and 
less in the wild promises of the trinity of 
Ohio ram-raisers. The sheepmen, disregard- 
ing the example of England, have refused to 
see that there was a mutton side to the sheep 
question and have looked only at the fleece 
side. They have raised sheep simply for 
their wool and have not tried to create a de- 
mand for mution by furnishing a decent 
article. If they had chosen they could havo 
increased the consumption of that kind of 
meatimmensely and thus kept beef from 
going to an excessive price. The sheep-rais- 
ers must diversify their industry. There will al- 
ways be a market for their wool, as good a 
market as they have been having for some 
time back, and there will be a market for all 
the good mutton that they furnish. They 
must raise mutton sheep, however, as well 
as wool sheep if they expect to thrive. 


Tue fellow Nestruin, who demanded a check 
for $10,000 from Mr. James R. Walker at 
the home of the latter Thursday evening, got 
a check of another kind: It was an effective 
one Fortunately, Mr. Walker is a man of 
powerful build, and had sufficient courage to 
grapple with the invader of his privacy.

THE DEMOCRATIC PENSION POLICY. - 

The Democratic National platform de. 
manded that— 

The work of the Pension Office shall be done 
industriously, impartially, and honestly. We 
denounce the present administration of the office 
as incompetent, corrupt, disgraceful, and dis- 
honest. 

During the campaign a great deal was said 
by the Democratic speakers about the neces- 
sity of weeding out the pension rolls, which 
they claimed swarmed with names . which 
ought not to be there. It was promised that 
when the Democrats got into power the pen- 
sion payments would be cut down by repeal- 
ing the law of 1890 or in some other way. 

Yet at a conference meeting of the Indiana 
Democrats held day before yesterday Senator 
Voorhees announced that he was opposed to 
the pension policy which had been adopted by 
the administration. He was against the em- 
ployment of men to ferret out ways and 
means for taking pensioners off the rolls,“ 
and said that if this wrong was not righted ”’ 
—if those who had been dropped were not re- 
stored—Congress would pass a special act re- 
storing them. 

Senator Turpie, who was about as earnest 
in opposing the war as was Voorhees, was 
even more outspoken in his denunciation of 
the policy of the administration. He asserted 
that if it were not changed the wrongs com- 
mitted would be righted by Congress and de- 
clared that the pension of no veteran should 
| be suspended until there had been the ful lest 
investigation, at which he had a hearing. 
Hoke Smith is not popular with either of the 
Senators. 

After these remarks of the Indiana Senators 
one is tempted to ask what the DemBcrats 
meant by their statements last year that the 
pension rolls were padded and that tens of 
thousands of persons had got on them under 
false pretenses. Did they believe what they 
said to be true?

detense of the alleged right of the silver 
miners to saddle their product on an unwill- 
ing country, is intending to call an extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature of his State. He pre- 
serves the most profound secrecy as to the ob- 
ject, but it seems to be understood generally 
that it is the passage of a bill to make silver 
dollars the standard money. Whether the in- 
tention is that the State shall coin silver dol- 
lars or provide for the circulation of Mexican 
silver dollars in that State as a legal tender is 
not known, but it is thought the latter will 
be advocated by the Governor: with the 
idea that Colorado miners would be able 
under such a law to send their silver bullion 
to Mexico, have it coined there, and bring the 
dollars back to be circulated in Colorado as 
legal tender. 

The Denver Republican states the case 
plainly in saying that while Gov. Waite al- 
ready has distinguished himself in making 
Colorado the laughing stock of the Nation he 
would eclipse all his past efforts if he should 
call the Legislature together for such a pur- 
pose. The people of Colorado would be 
judged by their Governor. They would be 
laughed at from one end of the country to the 
other by every man who is able to read the 
Constitution of the United States, and they 
would be credited with fostering and indors- 
ing all kinds of absurd and eccentric notions 
concerning political economy. The business 
reputation of the State would be ruined and 
its credit destroyed. It would be able to bor- 
row no more money and its business enter- 
prises would fail through lack of Eastern cap- 
ital to bring them to a successful conclusion. 
The fact that the people protested against the 
call for such extra session would not save 
them from contempt by all the other people 
in the Union. 

Worse than this, the action said to be con- 
templated would be directly in defiance of the 
Constitution of the United States. In Sec. 10 
of Art. 1 it is provided that no State shall 
coin money, and in Sec. S of the same article 
it is declared that Congress shall have the 
power to coin money, regulate the value 
thereof and of foreign coin, and fix the stand- 
ards of weights and measures. In his com- 
mentaries on the Constitution Justice Story 
said the object of this was to produce uni- 
formity of value throughout the Union, and 
thus to preclude us from the embarrassments 
of a perpetually fluctuating and variable cur- 
rency. The States agreed to this grant of 
exclusive power to the Federal Government, 
and undoubtedly the courts would declare 
null and void any attempt on the partofa 
State to coin money in defianze of this pro- 
vision of the Constitution. The other propo- 
sition is equally illegal. Sec. 8 of Art. 1 
of the Constitution gives Congress the power 
to regulate the value of foreign coins, and 
under this section No. 3,584 of the United 
States Statutes provides that “ no foreign gold 
or silver coins shall be legal tender in pay- 
ment of debts.“ Hence the State of Colorado 
has no power to make dollars coined in 
Mexico a legal tender in any part of the 
United States. 

Of course no law could prevent such dollars, 
coined in Mexico, from circulating here at 
their bullion value, just as do the silver 
dollars that are now coined in that country. 
But it needs no State or Federal law to pro- 
vide for that, and nothing would be gained by 
passing any State law on the subject. Al- 
ready the silver in Colorado and other States 
can be sold at its bullion value or borrowed 
on with reference to that value in the same 
way that all other kinds of produce can be 
utilized as collateral for the security of loans. 
There are more silver dollars in the country 
now than the people want to have in circula- 
tion, and no good would be gained by adding to 
the number even if the State had the au- 
thority to do that. In the absence of such 
authority the $30,000 which an extra session 
of the Legislature must cost would be worse 
than wasted, and the real friends of Bloody- 
Bridle Waite cannot render him a better serv- 
ice than by persuading him out of his folly. If 
they do not succeed in that he will prove to 
be one of the greatest curses that could be in- 
flicted upon the State and its citizens.

Thus in these counties there was a Repub- 
lican gain of 4,800 votes and a Democratic 
loss of 4,700.

G RANGERS DENOUNCING MORTON. 

The Hon. J. Sterling Morton, the Secretary of 
Agriculture, has incurred bitter censure from 
the National Grange, which is in session this 
week at Syracuse, N. Y. The report, which 
was adopted, alleges that ina speech at Chi- 
cago he condemned and censured the Grange, 
and did so in language unbecoming a gentle- 
man, a man in high office, anda member of 
the President's Cabinet. It claims that there 
is not one word of truth in what the Secretary 
said about the Grange, that by stating un- 
truths he has rendered himself unworthy of 
his position, and that the President owes it to 
the farmers of the largest agricultural nation 
in the world to appoint a Secretary of Agri- 
culture in sympathy with its farmers. 

The speech referred te must be the one de- 
livered at the opening of, the congress on 
agriculture Oct. 16 last. It\contains the fol- 
lowing sentences, scattered here and there 
through an address which, on the whole, is 
highly complimentary to the American 
farmer: 

It is essential to laborers that large capital 
should be constantly in the United States and 
constantly increasing. Labor without capital to 
employ it is as valueless as a beautiful picture 
or a gorgeous sunset toa blind man. Capital 
with no labor to employ is as utterly unproduc- 
tive as the water-power of a great mill stream 
with no wheels to turn. 

During the late perturbations the farmers have 
suffered less than any other class. But they 
have foes to contend with. The most destrueti ve 
and insidious foe is the professional farmer, 
who, as a promoter of granges and for 
political purposes farms the farmer. 

It would have been better if our lands had 
been surveyed so as to bring the owners into vil- 
lages, but my hope for the future of the farmer 
is not based on gregariousness. He will not suc- 
ceed better by forming granges and alliances— 
which too often seek to attend to some other 
business than farming, and frequently propose 
to run railroads and banks and even to establish 
new systems of coinage—than he will by individ- 
ual investigation of economic questions. Hu- 
manity „ and the farmer particularly 
has no enemy equal in efficiency for evil to 
ignorance. The farmers of America neod in-

THE INCOME TAX. 

Congressman Bourke Cockran of New York 
City does not agree with his Democratic as- 
sociates on the Ways and Mears committee as 
to the advisability of raising money by means 
of an income tax. He says in substance: 

It is class legislation, and of the worst kind, 
that the large exemption proposed is equivalent 
to putting the poor on a different footing from 
the rich, first excluding them from their share 
in the common burdens of government and then 
laying the foundation for excluding them from 
their share in its common privileges, that it is 
pleasing to the Populists, and that whenever the 
Democratic party goes hunting with the Popu- 
lists it is apt to be left.“ 

The New York Times says that this reason- 
ing has its undoubted basis of fact,” that an 
income tax gives a certain. countenance to a 
notion that if a man of great wealth pays a 
larger share of the taxes be is justified in re- 
couping himself as he can, and that it gives 
the poor a notion that they have less responsi- 
bility for the government than the rich, The 
Times says also that— 

The machinery of collection is costly. The at- 
tempt to collect the tax would entail a consider- 
able increase in the force of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. Any 
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the tariff, and it is reported that President 
Cleveland isin favor of one, provided it is 
framed 80 as to make it popular among the 
masses.” That is, it must be framed so that 
it will fall on employers alone and cannot by 
any possibility touch an employé. Then the 
workingmen will look on it with favor.

If the President is in favor of anqincome 
tax it is likely that one will be agreed on. But 
it will not be as popular among the masses 
of Northern workingmen after it has been in 
operation for two years as it is now before it 
has been tried. When the workingmen see 
millions of money which, under other circum- 


stances, would have been used in the employ- 


ment of labor taken out of the hands of those 
who would have used it thus and placed in the 
Federal Treasury and find that the sum total 
of labor is lessened as a consequence, the in- 
come tax will not be so popular with them, 
and they will be inclined to think that they 
are the chief sufferers by it. 


THE BRAZILIAN SITUATION. 

The dispatches from Rio Janeiro are con- 
flicting, their complexion being determined 
by the sources whence they are sent. Oneday 
the insurgents’ cause looks bright and the 
next the government not even is conceded to 
de in danger. The Mello dispatches announce 
continued captures of government defenses. 
The Peixoto dispatches are sanguinary with 
sunken warships and drowned rebels. As the 
world appeared to Stephen Blackpool, it is 
“all a muddle.” 

It is evident, however, that the muddle will 
not remain a muddle long. The revolution is 
a naval one mainly, and Admiral Mello has 
maintained it thus far by the superior strength 
and armament of his vessels even against the 
powerful shore forts, though he has lost one 
or two of them during the last few weeks. 
The situation, however, is likely to be changed 
soon, and the change will be watched with 
much interest, especially by Americans, and 
generally by naval circles the world over, as 
it willinvolve a naval duel of considerable 
magnitude. Admiral Mello has a powerful 
ironclad, the Aquidaban, though it is of slow 
speed, and two or three modern cruisers, 
These have been sufficient to keep the govern- 
ment at bay, but when the two vessels, 
recently fitted out in New York, arrive 
upon the scene of action there may 
be another story to tell. These re- 
inforcements to the government’s navy 
are El Cid, or Nictheroy, as she now is 
called, and the America, formerly known as 
the Britannia when she was plying between 
Boston and Halifax. Both these vessels origi- 
nally were swift merchantmen—much swifter 
in fact than any vessels the rebels possess. 
They are constructed of steel and carry pow- 
erful armaments, the former having a high- 
power dynamite gun besides breech-loading 
rifles. The Nictheroy is already at sea and 
the America left her docks yesterday. Both 
vessels are officered and manned by Ameri- 
cans. The rebels therefore not only will have 
to contend with superior vessels and seaman- 
ship, but with the terrible possibilities of 
dynamite, Admiral Mello at present is 
locked into Rio Janeiro Harbor by the forts. 
When the two vessels of the government ar- 
rive off the city and join their force to that of 
the forts there is likely to be one of the most 
notable duels of naval times. The existence 
of the Peixoto government depends upon the 
outcome of this struggle. Should it prove 
favorable to Admiral Melloit is not unlikely 
he will imitate President Cleveland and at- 
tempt to set up a monarchy upon the ruins 
of the republic. Should it prove otherwise 
the Peixoto government may remain in 
power some time longer, or until the people 
again rise in revolt and some new leader ap- 
pears upon the scene, Thatit will bea per- 
manent government is not possible, for as 
between a monarchy and a military dictator- 
ship, which is all that can be claimed for 
Peixoto’s government, the people of Brazil 
eventually would choose the former, remem- 
bering the prosperity they had under good 
Dom Pedro’s régime. 


Tue San Francisco Chronicle confesses to 
an absence of jealousy in publishing the state- 
ment that a number of the leading business- 
men of Chicago have held meetings and con- 
ferred on the question of securing trade with 
Japan. The list of firms is reported to in- 
clude Armour and Swift, and it is stated they 
have agreed to send a competent agent to 
Japan to represent them there. The agent 
will leave Chicago about three weeks hence. 
Among the classes of manufactures he will 
represent are packed meats, carriages, bicy- 
cles, leather, boots and shoes, ana cotton 
goods. Considerable quantities of these ar- 
ticles have hitherto been sent to Japan from 
England and Germany, but few if any from 
the United States. The balance of Japanese 
trade in favor of England is about 40 million 
dollars per yeer, while the balance is 20 
millions against us. Germany buys cotton 
from this country, manufactures it into yarn, 
and sends 20 millions worth of the product 
to Japan each year, part of it going across 
this continent via San Francisco. The Chron- 
icle thinks it is a great pity that the mer- 
chants of the Pacific coast could not be bitten 
by the same tarantula, but admits that if 
there be any city in the United States cap- 
able of effecting the diversion of this Japanese 
trade from England and Germany to the 
United States itis Chicago. It says the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of this city have 
learned the great art of personal solicitation 
in trade matters till the Chicago drummer 
has become the personification of business 
push and energy, and the admitted pioneer in 
the discovery and exploitation of new markets. 
But it hints a suspicion that it is far from flat- 
tering to the merchants of San Francisco 
that they should have to wait for a city 2,300 
miles to the east of them to point out a way 
to gain the trade of a nation on the other 
shore of the Pacific.

OHTOAGO GREAT WESTERN SIGNS THE 
EMIGRANT AGREEMENT. 


It Is Prevailed Upon to Join the Other 
Roads by Predictions of a Rate War to 
Follow Its RefusaleCanadian Pacific 
‘Reduces Rates to the Pacific Coast In- 
diana Court Declares Unconstitutional 
the Law Compelling Railroad Com- 
panies to Keep Flagmen at Crossings. 


The General Managers of the Western 
roads finally succeeded yesterday in forcing 
the Chicago Great Western railroad to sign 
the agreement for the establishment of a 
clearing-house or emigrant pool at New York. 
President Egan has in no way changed his 
opinion as regards the legality or usefulness 
of the new organization, but he gave in be- 
cause the managers of the other roads de- 
clared that if he persisted in his refusal to 
join not only the emigrant rates but the first- 
class passenger rates would be demoralized 
and a railroad war of huge proportions 
wouid be the result, for which his company 
would be held responsible. President Egan 
really came to the conclusion that his com- 
petiters meant what they said, and rather 
than be held responsible for the in- 
auguration of a passenger rate war 
he signed the agreement, but only after im- 
portant concessions had been granted. It was 
decided to increase the Advisory committee, 
which is to have charge of all arrangements 
and supervise the division of the traffic, from 
five members to eight. The committee is now 
composed of the following General Passenger 
Agents: W. F. White, Santa Fé; John Sepas- 
tian, Rock Island; George Heafford, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul; H. C. Townsend, Mis- 
souri Pacitic; William Thrall, Chicago and 
Northwestern; P. 8. Eustis, Burlington; F. 
S. Lord, Chicago Great Western; and A. H. 
Hanson, IIlinois Central. Chairman Cald- 
well of the Western Passenger Association is 
ex-officio member of the committee and the 
New York office will be under his direction. 
The committee will proceed to New York a 
week from next Saturday and make arrange- 
ments for the establishment of an office there 
and put the new machinery in operation. 

The name of W. R. Busenbark, late Traffic 
Manager of the Chicago Great Western, is no 
longer considered for the position of Chair- 
man of the clearmg house, There are a num- 
ber of candidates for the position in the field. 
The most prominent among them is J. N. Ab- 
bott, formerly Chairman of the Western Pas- 
senger Association and Gens? General 
Passenger Agent of the Erie at New York. 
Mr. Abbott is probably better ted in emi- 
grant traffic affairs than any other passenger 
official in the country, but as the General 
Passenger Agents of two or three of the roads 
in the combination are bitterly opposed to 
him itis doubtful whether he will get the 
place. Mr. Michaelis, lateGeneral Passenger 
Agent of the Mexican Central, is also an ap- 
plicant for the position. All candidates, how- 
ever, expect large salaries and long time con- 
tracts, but the members of the Advisory com- 
mittee declare that they will not pay over 
$2,500 per year or make a contract for more 
than one year. 

The general opinion is that the pool 
will not iast three months and that such 
a division of traffic as is proposed is 
neither feasible nor practicabie, Even if the 
Union Pacific had joined the combination, it 
is claimed, the arrangement could not be 
carried out for any length of time, and as it 
is it is utterly impossibie to maintain it. The 
bulk of next year’s business, it is claimed, 
has already been contracted for by the Union 
Pacific and other roads, and as long as these 
contracts remain in force no equitable divis- 
ion of business can be made. 

The Eastern Trunk Lines Association, 
which has she advantage of being right on the 
ground, tried a similar arrangement two or 
three years ago, and although Mr. ne, 
whom they had placed in charge, was an ex- 
perienced emigrant official, yet the scheme 
utterly failed and Mr. Doane and the trunk 
lines were ordered out of Castle Garden by 
the New York Immigration Commissioners. 
The trunk lines are now weil satisfied that 
emigrant clearing-houses in New York are a 
failure. 

Several of the Western roads which have 
signed the agreement are bitterly oppused to 
the scheme, and declare that it will break up 
before it has been started. They did not care 
to place themselves openly in hostility to the 
arrangement, but had hoped that the Great 
Western would remain firm and de- 
feat the scheme. Surprise is expressed 
that the Wisconsin Central, which is in 
the hands of receivers appointed by the 
United States Court, should go into a pool 
that is in clear violation of the United States 
law. General Manager Whitcomb was no 
doubt induced to join by the enticing offer 
of one-sixth of the business, the same as has 
been vouchsafed to the Chicago Great West- 
ern, but when he finds that there is but little 
business to divide on account of the Union 
Pacific and other roads having contracts for 
nearly all there will be next year, he will no 
doubt admit that he madea serious mistake. 


TO RESTRICT THE ISSUE OF PASSES, 


Arrangements Made by General Managers 
to Secure Uniform Action, 

Although the Inter-State commerce law ex- 
plicitly prohibits the issue of free passes to 
influence traffic, yet no attention has been 
paid to that partof thelaw by the Western 
roads during the last two years. The indis- 
criminate issue of free transportation to ship- 
pers and merchants by these roads has be- 
come so common as to cause alarm that soon- 
er or later it will lead to a serious rate war. 
To avoid trouble among themselves the man- 
„ of the various roads running West from 
Chicago met yesterday in Chairman Midg- 
ley’s oifice to enact a new agreement whereby 
the issue of free passes can be controlled and 
no road will enjoy any advantage over the 
other. After a lengthy discussion it was de- 
cided that a general committee be con- 
stituted, of which Chairman Midg- 
ley of the Western Freight 
Association is to be Chairman. The commit- 
tee is to consist of two railroad managers 
from each of the following points: Chicago, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, St. Paul, 
Denver, and San Francisco, also several 
Texas points. The local managers at each of 
the foregoing points are to meet as soon as 
possible and elect the two managers to repre- 
sent them on the General committee, which 
is to meet in Chicago Dec. 5 and formulate 
rules and regulations that will insure uniform 
action in the matter of issuing passes by the 
several local committees. Pending action b 
the General committee rules were N 
governing the issue of passes for next year 
substantially the same us were in effect two 
years ago. Applications for free transporta- 
tion must be made to the respective local 
committees. 


DECLARES LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Indiana Court Decision on Statute Govern- 
ing Flagmen at Crossings. 

IxDIANATOILIS. Ind., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
The Indiana law compelling railroad com- 
panies to keep flagmen at all street crossings 
of two or more tracks was declared unconsti- 
tutional and void in Blackford County today 
by reason ofa technical error in the statute 
that fails to require notice served on the rail- 
road company. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC REDUCES RATES. 


New Tariff to Go in Effect Nov. 27 from 
Chicago to San Francisco. 

The Canadian Pacific emphatically denies 
that it has made arrangements with anybody 
to take passengers from Chicago to San Fran- 
cisco for $27, anything less than its regular 
rate of $37. It gave notice, however, yester- 
day that it will put in effect re. 
duced west-bound rates from Chicago and 
St. Paul to San Francisco Nov. 27. The 
new rate will be $28 from St. Paul to San 
Francisco via Victoria and $34.50 from Chi- 

o to San Francisco. This, General Agent 
de neis Lee says, is done to aid the Mid.

HILLIARD’S SENTENCE FOUR YEARS, 


Judge Brentano’s Plain Words to “The 
Tribune’s” Embezzling Cashier. 

Louis A. Hilliard, who as cashier of Tus 
TRIBUNE company embezzled $14,500 of the 
funds of that corporation, pleaded guilty to 
the charge yesterday before Judge Brentano. 
The court heard statements of the peculation 
both as toita amount and the methods em- 
ployed to conceal it. The Rev. James G. 
Johnson of the New England Congregational 
Church, Frank Gilbert, and Horace F. White, 
all of whom had known Hilliard for years, 
gave evidence of previous good conduct, 
social standing, and upright behavior. Judge 
Brentano then addressed the defendant as 
follows: 

Instead of being the honored and envied-youn 
man that you were bat a short time ago you stan 
today before the bar of this court a self-confessed 
criminal, 

Not alone have you betrayed your trust and 
taken property which was not your own, but 
your act is of such a character as to shake the 
confidence of the community very largely in per- 
sons who are intrusted with the handling of large 


sums of money. i 

It is by such acts as you stand convicted of, 
committed by men of high positions in society 
and who have the unlimited confidence of their 
employers, that a community is shocked and de- 
moralized and corrupted. i 

We expect that men who have been entirely 
deficient all their lives of any moral ideas; men 
who have had nothing to keep them from 
evil and have always been subject to the 
most disastrous and wicked surroundings, 
that sueh men would sometimes commit crime. 

We expect to have petty thieves. 

We look upon these as a matter of course. 
Some of these are perhape excusable on account 
of the condition iu whic — have been in times

past, or in the condition in which they were at 
the time they transgressed. They are frequently 
the victims of circumstances, 

Your act, however, is without palliation. You 
have occupied a respectable place in society. 
You were assured of an honorable and successful 
future. Your talénts were such as to win 
confidence and praise of your ˖— Your 
surroundings should have kept you from crime 
of this Sort. You possessed the confidence of 
your employers in a marked degree and in viola- 
tion and in abuse of confidence you took 
their money., not through a pressing want of the 
necessities or even comforts of life, but for the 

urpose of satisfying the desire to become speed- 
ly ram by gambling under the specious term of 
speculating. a 

This is one of the chief evils of the present day 
and responsibie for the downfall of many a young 
man.

PROPOSED GAS ORDINANOE GETS A 
BLAOK EYE FROM ALDERMEN, 


Members of the Council Committee Pick 
Flaws in the Scheme and Refer It to a 
Subcommittee=The feature Giving 

the City One-third, of the Stock Is Not 
Looked On with FavoreMayor Swift 
Takes Steps to Discourage Wire-Pull- 
ing Among City Employes. 


Henry C. Rew's City and Cook County gas 
ordinance was nog received with favor at the 
meeting of the ncil Committee on Gas, 
Oil, and Electric Lights yesterday. There 
were eight members present, Chairman Bid. 
will, and Ald, Noble, Mann, Powers, Keats, 


had a good word to say for Rew’s pet project. 
They denounced it as a stock jobbing scheme. 

After the scheme was discussed for a time 
and its promoters, C. D. Hawk and Mr. Me- 
Lean, had been cross-questioned about it, the 
ordinance was referred to a subcommittees 
consisting of Ald, Mann, Noble, Keats, 
Muelhoefer, and Powers, who are to consult 
the Corporation Counsel in regard to it. This 
is the end of it. The reference was not for in- 
formation, but to make it not appear dis- 
courteous to two members of the company 
desiring the franchise who were present at the 
meeting, 

The feature of the City and County Gas 
company ordinance will be remembered to 
be a provision giving to the city one-third of 
the capital stock of the concern, the stock to 
be fully paid and non-assessable, Another 
section provides for the sale of gas to all con- 
sumers at $1 per 1,000 cubic feet with a re- 
duction of 20 percent if the bills are met 
promptly. The other provisions are about 
the same as those of all other ordinances to 
com panies intending to tear up the streets for 
the pur of laying underground works. 

Vice- ident Hawk of the company de- 
siring the franchise was present at the meet- 
ing of the committee and endeavored to con- 
vince the members that it was for the inter- 
ests of the city to enter into the co- 
partnership. He disclaimed any inten- 
tion of issuing stock in excess of the 
amount necessary for the construction, that 
the company waquid freeze the city out of its 
stock, or that anything but legitimate busi- 
ness was behind the plan. He did not suc. 
ceed in his efforts to win over the Aldermen, 
however. Ald. Noble said the stock scheme 
was not worth the paper it is written on; that 
the company might secure the foreclosure of a 
mortgage on the works and thus deprive the 
city of ite stock before any benefit whatever 
had been received. Ald. Powers said he was 
absolutely opposed to the plan. He charac. 
terized the bond provision as simply a scheme 
on the part of the promoters to sell stock, and 
said they would go ‘East and declare the 
City of Chicago was so pleased with the 
plan it had taken one-third of the stock 
and thus make a market for the remainder of 
the stock, Ald. Gallagher thought to give 
the company a chance by secu the adop- 
tion of an amendment requiring company 
to turn over one-third of its net profits. Mr. 
Hawk said that the company would do go if 
required, but that he thought the same end 
would be accomplished by giving tha city 
stock. Ald. Horan suggested the com- 
pany pay $100,000 or $200,000 to the city 
dor the franchise, but the promoters did not 
seem to take kindly to that idea. Ald. Mann 
said the plan was not worth discussing except 
as the discussion might convince the people 
that the offers of the company mean nothing. 

The promoters had gone about abusing 
members of the Councii and charging that ali 
who did not advocate their project were un- 
der the influence of the gas trust. There were 
disclaimers by Mr. Hawk and Mr. McLean 
at this point. Mr. Mann asked what the two- 
thirds stock held by the company would 5 4 
resent. The promoters simply said “ 
Rew patents.” At this there was a laugh. 
The ordinance was referred, as already stat- 
ed, and Mr. Hawk and his fellow-promoter 
departed,

„I suppose that there never lived a more ab- 
solutely genuine and unperverted human soul. 
She was liable, like others, to err in her judg- 
ment of men and measures, but the element 
of self never entered in. It was very hard for 
her to bear the long delay in obtaining what 
she thought justice. It was sometimes hard 
for her to recognize that the child is not the 
mother’s child alone. She found it not al- 
ways to keep in mind that the human 
race is slowly evolving itself out of a pro- 
longed period of force, and that in the earlier 
stages of that period, when the strongest arm 
necessarily ruled, women could not possioly 
have that position of equality which is being de- 
veloped by ages of peace. But in reply to such 

t it was 
very easy for those to be patient who did not 
themselves suffer wrong, and that the in- 
stincts of the oppressed were, on the whole, 
the best guide in a reform. She certainly 
tried very hard not to be narrow, to keep up 
her reading in other directions than her 
specialty, and to attend meetings where other 
subjects were discussed. :

It lies 
not far from big, thriving Watford, which is 
only a short distance from London. 

Long before the first house here built of 
which there is an authentic record, Cassio- 
bury is said to have been the home of the war 
rior chief from whom its name may be de- 
sived, Cassibelaunus, ruler of the Cassii, a 
hero whose heroism seems almost mythical. 
Near here he fought his last fight, and Old St. 
Albans (Verulamium), six miles off—one of 
the chief towns of his tribe—was made a mili- 
tary station by the Romans. In Saxon times 
the manor and title of Cassio were part of the 
endowment of the Abbey of St. Albans, re-

ceived from its founder, Offa, the ruler of 
Mercia; and we find recorded as “ festival 
dues from Kaiso,“ three centuries later, At 
Christmas time, two shillings and twenty-four 


hens.” 

One's ideal of astately home is surely a 
great quadrangle—the house rising four square 
— a grassy plot, like Tennyson’s vision- 
ary Palace of Art, where— 

Round the cool green courts there ran a row 

Of cloisters, branches like mighty woods, 

Echoing all night to the sonorous flow 

Of spouted fountain floods. 

Such a home is Cassiobury. It stands on a 
level ground, fronting to the west over a 
downward sweep of the broad park to where the 
lazy river and the neat canal run side by side. 
A northeast wing of brewhouse and stables 
slopes down the hill. To the south is a suite 
of noble rooms looking out upon the dark 
cedars of the shaven lawn, and all the 
southwest corner of the house is taken 
up with the four libraries. Along the east 
the private rooms, bright with modern pict- 
ures and modern comforts, open on to the 
lawn, and the north side of the quadrangle 
holds the kitchen. with its round tower, and 
the servants’ rooms. To west and south long 
cloisters overlook the inner court, where rise 
among the grass and pebbled walks high ever- 
greens, cut into what the gardeners of old 
were pleased to think ornamental figures 
trimmed roundin what one might call the 
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„ consecutive plumcake fashion of cylinders 
rising one above another round the bare stem 
of the tree. In the middle of the court, on 
the stone pedestal, a little fountain plays, and 
all round the great house rises, sheltermg all 
from sun and wind, witha battlemented wall 
half way up the eastern end, andto the west 
only the one low story of the cloistered hall. 
Westward the house fronts upon the open 
rk, the lawn is south and east; the north 
ooks down into quiet gardens. All round, 
except to the west, it is set in trees. 
It is a perfect site for quiet English beauty,

A din- 
ing-room, à library, is always dignified and 
solid in its style, but a drawing-room is essen- 
tially bright and light—and ah! how difficult 
to be bright and li bt at middle age! 

One thing that the critic of this furniture of 
the regency cannot fail to notice is how: re- 
markably well everything has worn.

The southeast.corner of the house is filled 
entirely with the libraries—the great, small, 
inner, and dramatic libraries, they were 
called of old, From the saloon one steps 
into the great library and looks down the 
cool, shady chamber, with a glimpse through 
the window at its end of the eastern lawn and 
the shadowy trees beyond.

Fashioned Thoughts on a Modern Theme. 


Mr. Walter Besant seeras to be stirring up 
hornets’ nests on every hand. . His depart- 
ment in the London Queen is largely taken up 
each week with defense against attacks for 
past remarks aad with the making of new re- 
marks which by the next week demand more 
defense. Recently, in the foregoing paper, 
he expressed himself on the subject of wom- 
an's labor. Now he expresses himself again 
and with even more vigor. He says: 

A letter has been sent on to me which com- 
plains of certain recent remarks of mine on 
women's work as “half jesting and “ uncon- 
genial to many earnest men and women, who 
regagd the subject as serious and momentous.” 
The subject is, indeed, serious and momentous. 
No one understands that better than myself. 
It is a subject on which 1 may at least claim to 
have read and thought and_ talked and listened 
with as much earnestness, I am sure, as any of 
this lady's fri t I not feel it neces- 
sary therefore always to compose my counte- 
nance to the semblance of an undertaker's mute. 

‘It is, moreover, a subject in wkich many 
earnest people—quite as earnest as myself in the 
matter—appear to be pursu the most mis- 
chievous course possible. And it is the bounden 
duty of every one who is allowed to speak in 
public to proclaim this fact. Thus (1) they 
are fomenting and stirring up that most unnat- 
ural of all hatreds—sex hatred. This they do by 
constantly representing men as oppressors, self- 
ish, exacting, and ali the rest. arriage, as 
constancy, y represent as a condition in 
which the wife is nothing but a drudge or a 

uppet, and the interests of women they do tbeir 

st to separate from those of men. (2) They re- 
joice whenever a woman succeeds in turning out a 
man and taking his place at a lower wage. That 
every such case drives away the man, prevents a 
marriage, and forbids the existence of a 
new family is to them, for some inexplica- 
ble reason, a matter of congratulation. (3) 
They perpetually stimulate girls to compete 
with the men who ought to be working. They 
make them unhappy and discontented with the 
social world, the home duties, the home accom- 
plishments, the old works of love and charit 
and kindness which make so many women’s 
lives one long, continual blessing to all around 
them. and they drive into intellectual or artistic 
professions too many who are intellectually un- 
titted for the work. | 


A Matter of Serious Import. 


Thisis indeed no jesting matter. I am as 
“earnest” as any la can desire. Sad—inex- 
pressibly sad—are the letters which have reached 
me from all quarters on this question of woman's 
work ; letters praying for work that is desper- 
ately needed, but by those who, one can read 
plainly in the letters, are not fitted to undertake 

kind of work; letters from those who at 
tempt literature without the natural aptitude, 
the gift; letters from artists, sculptors, actresses, 
journalists, from girls undertaking every possi- 
le kind of work ; letters from those who are kept 
out of work by others who, not being urged by 
necessity, take it ata lower rate of pay—these 
ladies write with a bitterness easy to understand 
hut impossible to exceed. All these letters pro- 
claim the same story—a mad rush of women 
into the labor market; and they all pro- 
claim, they cry aloud, they yell in our ears, the 
fact that. unless something be contrived to check 
the.evil, the labor market, which is only kept in 
order by the nice balance of capital and labor, 
s swaying from one side to the ee

— become the slave market. 


around me I seem to foresee a world of women- 
workers, underpaid, doing work hitherto done by 
men, condemned to celibacy and to life-long 
sweated labor. This to me is horrible to think 
of. [am so old-fashioned that I cannot bear to 
think of tender women—may I still say tender 
women? It is, I know, quite old-fashioned—be- 
ing driven under the lash of the pitiless sweater, 
which will most certainly be their fate if some 
so-called friends of theirs have their way. 


Reply to Lady Henry Somerset, 


Even while I write these words there arrives by 
post a newspaper addressed to me. It is the 
Woman's Herald, edited by Lady Henry Somer- 
set and another. I know beforehand what is 
coming. More castigations. I open it. Yes, yes, 
here we are-—a column and a half of the funniest 
abuse possible. The place turned down and the 
article marked in blue pencil. Thank you, 
madam. "Tis a delicate attention. According to 
this truthful, amiable, and courteous writer my 
object in speaking on this subject is to further 
men's interests, comforts, and pleasures ’’—of 
course, at the expense of the women. That 
struck you in the same sense, dear reader? 
Further, it seems that I never grow indignant on 
account of the women who are driven dail 
anywhere—anywhere—out of sight.“ Never 
Well, I have surely made e efforts to per- 
suade other people that they ought to be indi 
nant. 

Then the article goes on to that we need 
not deplore the fate of the men who are driven 
out to newer countries. We need not, indeed. 
What wedo deplore is the fate of the country 
from which the men—all but the feeblest and the 
most incompetent—will be driven out when all 
the work, as the writer desires. has been bodi 
taken over by the women. And then we havea 
few wo about the thraldom of mar- 
riage and the “oppression of men,“ which 
exactly illustrates what was said above 
about the creation and fostering of 
sex hatred. From ple who write, or who per- 
mit such writing, can find no hope whatever 
for the unhappy women who are oppressed—not 
by men as m n, but by their employers, men 
or women—sometimes rich, sometimes as poor as 
their victims. Nothing ever has been gain 
nothing ever will be gained, by this separation o 
the interests of man and woman. Nothing by 
perverting the healthy and natural instincts of 
nature, which point, both for man and woman, to 
marriage as the happiest lot for the average man 
and the averageswoman.

Building in Philadelphia 

The Women’s Christian Associatich Build- 
ing in Philadelphia, on the corner of Eight- 
eenth and Arch streets, opened most happily. 
Not a man was present to mar the proceed- 
ings. Think of sixty lone maidens sitting 
down to a repast that was positively Adam- 
less! And they enjoyed it, too. 

There is not a man in the building, except 
the engineer and fireman in the basement. 
Even the elevator operator and the night 
watch are women, but, in case of necessity, 
an electric bell, close at hand, will enable the 
watchwoman to summon help from the two 
males in the cellar. 

Two hundred and fifty women will live here 
for the future, and the eyes of masculine Phil- 
adelphia will be fixed upon that Eden where 
only Eves are allowed to stay. The building 
is unique. It is a combination of hotel, 
boarding-house, club, and school-house. Mrs. 
Franciscus is the President of the asssocia- 
tion. 

The washing machines, the engine-room, and 
amusement hall are in the basement, and the 
first floor is taken up with offices and the am- 
phitheater. On the third floor are the apart- 
ments for the training-school for domestics, 
which is a new departure in Christian work, 
and originated in London. The dining-room, 
restaurant, and kitchen are on the eighth 
floor, and above all is the trunk room and 
roof garden. Think of a roof garden, with 
flowers, little tea tables, and pretty girls. 
That's what they have in Philadelphia.
